Her aweful Diſtreſs and reverend Aſpect 
added to her amiable Character and hapleſs 
Circumſtance draw a · Multitude of Inhabi- 
tants from the City to ſhare in her Grief, 
and, by joining with her in the funeral La- 
mentations over his Grave, to alleviate, the 
Sorrow which. that melancholy Office, muſt 
ſharpen in One ſo near to the Deceaſed as 
a Mother, So moving a Scene, once it 


reach'd the Eyes could nat fail affecting the 


tender compaſſionate Soul of Chriſt. If her 
Grief was pathetic enough to force aF cllow+ 
feeling from the Hearts of inconſiderate 
Mortals; where is the Wonder that it ſhould 
reap Relief from that great Sympathiſer in 
human Woes, that gracious Parent of. Or- 
- phans and Protector of Widow?

Where he cannot remove the Sufferings of 
his Fellow-Creatures, of whatever Nation, 
Temper, State or Religion they. be, and 
does it for the pure Love of Go and Cha- 
rity to his Image in Want, muſt neceſſarily 
approach the neareſt ta Gov. in likeneſs, in- 
aſmuch as he ſtruggles to imitate him in 
the favorit Perfection of his God-head.

and his ſurviving Diſtreſt Mother, he might 
enforce to You by Example as well as Pre- 
cept the New Commandment he has given - 
you, that Nu love one-another even as he has 
loved You. It is plain then from the Letter 
of this Goſpel, and infinit other Paſſages of 
the Sacred Life of Chriſt that you can have 
no ſhare in him and his Mercy without 
loving One- another as he has loved You, and 
being as diligent to relieve the Diſtreſſes of 

our ſuffering Brethren as he has graciouſly 
ſhewn himſelf in doing Mercy to You. O! 
I could dwell forever on this Subject and 
never want Matter to moralize upon. There 
is ſomething ſo ſublimely excellent, and at 
the ſame time ſo eſſential to a Chriſtian in the 
Tenderneſs of fraternal Charity, that I 
could never be tired with preaching this 
Duty to you; and you ought never to be 
tired with hearing it, or 3 it in Prac- 
tice.

Spouſe Jesvs to the cruel and ignominious 
Death of the Croſs. The Multitude fol- 


lowing her are Angels, Inhabitants of the 
celeſtial City of the Bleſſed, who attend 
to miniſter Comfort to her amidſt her un- 


utterable Grief for the Loſs of her only 


Son. But who is this only Son, what is his 


Condition, and whence the Cauſe? Alas 
her only Son is every new fallen Sinner, for 


the time : His Condition is that of a Soul 
unanimated by Grace; the Cauſe of whoſe 


ſpiritual Death is the Contagion of mortal Sin. 
The Church like a tender Nurſe, a fond 
Mother and a good Shepherdeſs, looks on 


every Chriſtian ſtraying from the Paths of 
_ Chriſtian Virtue as the only Child, the only 


One of her Flock She has to take Care of 
for a time. And therefore leaves the Ninet 
Nine, leaves the reſt whom She tan leave in

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to reſtore him to his Spiritual Health, and 
to bring him back again to the ſafe Union 
of her Flock. But alas how often does it 
happen that She has the Diſcomfort, amidit 

all her Care, to find the Object of her Pur- 


ſait, her only Child made a Prey to mortal | 


Sin, unanimated with Grace; and conſe- 
quently dead to her, dead to the Angels, 


and dead to the Benefits of Gop's Mercy. 
Then, then it is She laments with inconſo⸗ 


lable Grief, and the Angels in Compaſſion 
to her Grief, attend on her and join with 
her in Prayer for the Alleviation of her An- 
guiſh. And then, if Chriſt, pafſing by 
deigns to lend a pitying Ear to her Com- 
| mer it may be, it is poſſible that the Un- 

appy Deceaſed will, by Means of a Miracle, 
be reſtored again to the Life of Grace. 
But O Chriſtians! Think and ſhudder with 
thinking, how terrible a Situation it muſt 
be for a Soul to be in, to ſtand in need of 


a Miracle to be reſtored again to the Grace 
of Gop.

Plight of every Chriſtian in mortal Sin, 
For, as an eminent Father of the Church 


obſerves, it requires a Miracle infinitly greater 
from the Hand of God to move the Free- 


will of a reluctant Sinner to Repentance 
than it does to breathe Life again into an 
unreſiſting Lump of Clay which was ones 
\  Lving before. eee 
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. Yau then, You, O Sinner, are this only 
Child over whom your Holy Mother the 
Church weeps: It is for you that She and the 
Angels take on; while you, lifeleſs, ſenſeleſs 
wy een remain inſenſible of the 


deathful Condition you are in; and, breath- 


ing only an irrational graceleſs reprobate 
Exiſtence, ſtill riot, doat on, and fancy 


you live, Let every Chriſtian ſearch his 


own Breaſt and ſee if this has never been 


his miſerable Situation. And you, O pious 


Souls, who read, or hear this Goſpel in a 


State of Grace call yourſelves to an Account, 
| Have you never deftroy'd ir you that Life 


of Grace you received in Baptiſm ? If you 


have, repent, tremble at the dreadful Cir- 
cumſtance You plunged, yourſelves into; 


acknowledge the infinit Bounty of Gop in 
having wrought a Miracle of Grace to re- 
ſtore you again to the Life of his Love; 
and make it your Buſineſs for the future 
to lay out that Life, that Love, to the for- 
warding his Glory, and your own eternal

_ again, No: Your Divine Saviour ſufferd 


this Widow, with her deceaſed Son, to paſs 
by him as it was by accident, on purpoſe 
to teach you that you are not to rely on 
ſuch Miracles as ordinary Effects of his 
Bounty. In fact, ſays the great St. Auguſtin,

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. You ought rather to reflect, that tho! Go 
*© has graciouſly | promiſed Pardon to every 
© Sinner who ſhall. truly repent; yet he 
* has no where promiſed Time or the 
© Grace of Repentance to. thoſe who ſhall 
„Sin. On the contrary, Beloved, Gop 
expects, and juſtly expects, you to be ever 
upon your guard againſt Sin; and if through 
Frailty you have once unhappily fallen into 
Sin, when he vouchſafes to reſtore you 
again to the Life of Grace, he does it not 
to embolden you to fall again, but to give 
you Time, Means and Opportunity to guard 
againſt it for the time to come, better than 
you did before: Since warn d by your paſt 
Miſery you cannot but Have learnt, by Ex- 
perience the danger of Relapſing. And 
this was the End which Chriſt propoſed in 
raiſing the Dead Vouth of this Goſpel, not 
that he might laviſh Life again as he had 
done, but that he might make a better Uſe 
of what Privation had taught him to prize. 
The Goſpel therefore tells us that the 
Youth when he was raiſed to Life, imme 
diately ſpoke, and Chriſt reſtored him to 
his Mother.

Read them, or hear them read with an 
eager Zeal of knowing Gop's Will, but 
ill with lowlineſs of Mind, and a Defire 
Es 5 only 
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only of knowing what he is pleaſed to un- 
fold to you, by means of his Miniſters or 
immediate Inſpiration under the Direction 
of his Church. To which, whatever you 
do, be always ready chearfully to ſubmit 
your Senſe and Sentiments. In this Diſpo- 
fition You may ſafely read the Holy Serip- 
tures, and in reading them the Divine Grace 
will viſit and enlighten your Minds that ſee- 
ing you may ſee, and hearing you may un- 
derſtand, In a word, you will reap from 
them Pleaſure, Profit and eternal Salvation. 
And may even in this Life eccho to the Saints 
in the Words of my Text by magnifying 
Gop, and ſaying Gon has viſited his People.

nious Death on a painful Croſs than merci- 
fully to draw you to a perfect Love and Imi- 
tation of him crucified; that humbled and 
crucified with him you may be exalted by 
him to that Glory for which you were 
created, and which you never can attain to 
but by Self- denial, voluntary Croſſes, and Hu- 
miliation. Becauſe, as Chriſt himſelf tells 
you in the Goſpel for this Sunday, Every-One 
that exalteth himſelf ſhall be humbled. And 
He that humbleth himſelf ſhall be exalted. 
Hence I gather two manifeſt Truths; the 
Firſt is, that All Chriſtians are, by an indiſ- 
penſable Tie of Gratitude, bound to love 
and honour Chriſt crucified with alt the 
Devotion they are capable of; and this they 
can never effectually expreſs without heartily 
embracing after his Example a Life of Croſſes 
and Selt-depreſſion. The Second Truth is, 
that without doing this they cannot truly 
love even themſelves : inaſmuch as they 
cannot refuſe renouncing the World and it's 
Enjoyments for the Sake of Chriſt's Croſs, 
without renouncing their only true Felicity, 
Io ſet this Matter in an irreſiſtible Light 
is the purpoſe of my preſent Diſcourſe : In 
which I mean to exhort you, for your own 
Happineſs, as well as for the Honour of your 
Saviour Chriſt, to take up your Croſs and 
follow him, by ſhewing you, + |

I. Chriſtians then are under the indiſpen- 
ſable Duty of embracing a Life of Croſſes and 
Humiliation after the Example of their 
humble crucified Saviour. They have no 
other Means of ſhewing their Gratitude to 
him for the infinit Favours he has mercifully 
beſtow'd upon them, than to encounter 
every Difficulty, to do and ſuffer all for the 
fake of following him to the end of Life, 
with all the Affection of their Souls. Now 
how can you follow your crucified Saviour 
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* by treading in his Steps and renouncing 
to all the empty Enjoyments which the 
World may offer you, to imitate this Divine 
Pattern in his Sufferings and Humiliation? 
Chriſt himſelf tells you, Beloved, that this 
is the only way you have to prove yourſelves 
his Diſciples. He uo will come after me 
let him renounce himſelf and take up his Croſs 
and follow me. And if you will but ſeri- 
ouſly look into his Life, you will find it 
— — ſow'd with nothing other than 
Humiliation and Crofles, Croſſes and Humi- 
liation, So that if you mean to follow tim 


at all you have, truly ſpeaking, nothing to 


follow him in without Theſe. | 

All the different Croſſes and Humiliati- 
ons which Mankind can any wiſe be ſab; ect 
to, may be reduced- to three Sorts : Thoſ: 
which come immediately from the Hand 
of Gop himſelf, thoſe which come by his 
Divine Permiſſion from the Hands of Men, 
and thoſe of a Man' s own ſeeking. All 
theſe your Divine Saviour embraced for 
your Sake. And therefore to be grateful 
Diſciples to him, you muſt embrace them 
4 in your turn, for the ſake of following 

m. 
What was the laborious Life he led for 
thirty Vears in Retirement toiling at the 58 
ſineſs of his putative Father, Earnin 
own and part of his Earthly Parents Brea 
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at the Sweat of his Brow ? Was it not 3 
voluntary Hardſhip a Croſs of his own ſeek- 
ing? He on whom the Angels fed and were 
ſatiated, could have ſupported himſelf and 
his Holy Family on the ſame Divine Food 
which they feaſted on. Or if he thought 
it neceſſary for his and their human Nature 
to be fed by ordinary Aliment, he could 
have created Bread as well for them at Na- 
Zareth as for four thouſand in the Deſert, 
without either taking himſelf, or Sufferin 
his Bleſſed Mother and her Spouſe, to take 
ſo much Pains for an humble homely Suſte- 
nance. But then this would not have been 
conſiſtent with the Self- denial Lowlineſs and 
Mortifieation he came to practice himſelf, 
and to fet you an Example of. This would 
have afforded him Eaſe and Glory; and he 
came to embrace a Life of Croſſes and Hu- 
miliation, of a piece with the Death of 
the Croſs, by which he was to be exalted to 
Glory, and when exalted to draw You; — 
Chriſtians, after him 7, if T be exalted fro

Ah Chrriſtians, will you then . any 
longer at the little Struggles you meet with 
in Life to earn a Support in your reſpective 
Callings, when your Saviour had beat the 
Path ſo ſmooth before you by his Example.

For tho' Birds have their Neſts, and 
Foxes have their Holes, yet the mortified 
humble Son of Man has not where to repoſe 
his Head. But ah Sweet Lord, may'ſt thou 
not thank thyſelf : Ar't thou notLord of All? 
Why then muſt Thou ſubmit to all this? 
Ah Chriſtians, all this was more than Chriſt 
had need to do even as Mediator between 
You and Gop: His Death alone had been 
ſufficient to redeem you. But he graciouſly 
has made himſelf riot only your Ranſom 
but Example. T have given you an Example, 
ſays he, that as I have done, ſo you alſo may 
do. He was all-pure and ſpotleſs; he had 
no Sins to attone for, nor any rebellious 
Appetites to ſubdue, and therefore with re- 
gard to himſelf *twas needleſs quite to Faſt 
as he did, to labour as he did, and to tor- 
ment his tender Fleſh with lying hard and 
poorly as he did. But, ah Chriſtians, it 
was not needleſs with regard to' you. How 
neceſſary *twas for him to ſet you this Ex- 
ample appears too plainly from the Reluc-- 
| tance which you ſtill expreſs, to practice 
any part of this, even after the Example 
he has ſhewn you. If Chriſt had eat, and 
moved, and ſlept at eaſe ; how readily would 
you have pleaded his Example as a Sanction 
for your preſent Delicacy. But now you 
ſee his practice is quite oppoſit, what lame 
1 - 2 4-1 Excuſes 
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Excuſes are you forced to bring for not fo 
much as labouring to be like him. He all 
Purity and Grace would abſolutely ſuffer 
and be humbled, You all Sin and Concu- 
piſcence wall Yor by Choice encounter any 
Suffering any Humiliation you can fly from. 
And why forſooth : Chriſt was the Son of 
Go, and therefore could bear to Faſt for 
forty Days, to toil inceffantly, to lye hard; 


But You have not the Sanctity, nor Strength A 


which he had. Ah Fooliſh Mortals, how 
wiſe you are at deceiving yourſelves, and yet 
how unvaluable are ſuch Wages? Chriſt was 
Son of Gor, nay Gop himſelf tis true: 

But then as Gop he could not ſuffer nor 
be humbled, twas as Man that he ſubmitted 


to all this, and as Man he was at leaſt as 


delicately form'd as you can be, and as in- 
firm as you. Tis true that he was Holy; 
and ſo may you be, nay ſo you ought to be, 
as his Diſciples. And if vou are not the 
more reaſon have you to imitate his Suffe- 
rings. 'Tis by ſo doing alone that you can 
rife to the Grace of Converſion. Turn to 
mne, ſays the Lord, with all your Heart in 
a Faſting, in Sorrow and in Tears. The Suf- 
ferings of Chriſt were voluntary, he might 
have exempted” himſelf from them if he 
had pleaſed, becauſe he was all Purity and 
| Grace. But the Caſe, O Mortals, js quite 

' otherwiſe with you, Vou are all Sinners 


and 
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and therefore if Chriſt had never ſuffer'd 
any thing during his whole Life, that could 
have been no ſufficient Reaſon for you to 
excuſe yourſelves from ſatisfying the of- 
fended Juſtice of Gop, by voluntary Suffe- 
rings. Chriſt had no unruly Paſſions to ſub- 


due: You have; and therefore even if he 


had lived in conſtant Eaſe, Sufferings ought 
ſtill to be your Purſuit in order to | ſubdue 
thoſe Appetites which are daily ſeducing 
you wide of him, How much more then 

as matters ſtand, Chriſtians, muſt not You ' 

be obliged to embrace a Life of Croſſes and 
Humiliations, to attone for your Sins and 
ſubdue your Appetites, when your Saviour 
without any Sins to attone for, any unruly 
Appetites to ſubdue, ſhews you ſo glorious 
an Example of the Love of Sufferings in 
his own Sacred Perſon? And how can you 
hope to follow him, how can you ſhew 
your Deſire of it, but by voluntarily deny- 
ing yourſelf and taking up your Croſs, . 
And yet voluntary Croſſes, Humiliations 
of your own ſeeking are the leaſt in value 
of all thoſe which your Saviour has ſet you 


an Example of in his own Perſon, and 


which you muſt practice after him to ſhew 
- yourſelves his grateful worthy Diſciples. 
Sufferings of your own ſeeking, I fay, are of 


the lighteſt Sort; and tho' they are in them- 
{elves grateful to Gop, inaſmuch as they 


are

gre ſupererogatory Sacrifices made to him, 
yet one Mortification or Humiliation borne 
for Chriſt's Sake from Other Perſons, is worth 
a hundred of your own chufing. Becauſe 


the Crofles of your own Choice are too of- 


ten like the Faſts of the Fews in aiab, the 


_ Gratification of your own Will is your only 


Motive. Or if your own Will is not your 


. ſole Motive it has ſo great a ſhare in what 


you do as greatly. to blunt the Edge of fuf- 
fering and conſequently to diminiſh the 


Merit of it. Whereas thoſe which come 


to you from Gop, or MAN, require a Denial 
of that very Will. Now this was not the 
Caſe with Chriſt in his above-mention'd 
Sufferings. It is true thoſe Sufferings were 
the Effect of his Choice; but then his 

Choice was ſubject to Obedience, in theſe 
and in all the Spfferings he went through, 
from his Birth to his Death. The Evils 


which any Perſon in this Life may be ſub- 


je&t to from Other Men by Divine Permiſ- 


ſion muſt come either from Friends, or Ene- 


mies, or Superiors. Now YourSaviour,' Chri- 
ſtians, was reſolved to ſuffer by All, that 
None of you might find any Exceptions 


againſt Suffering for his Sake all the Injuries, 
all the Croſſes Which any One could load 
you with. He ſubmitted himſelf to be cir- 
cumciſed by the High-Prieſt as his external 
Superior, ſubjected himſelf to a 
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of his Virgin Mother, and even where h 
Life was at Stake ſubmitted to the Sentence 
of the Ruling Powers. - He choſe to ſuffer 
the cruel! Mortification of being betray'd by 
one of his Diſciples, denied by another, aban- 
don'd by All, and inwardly tortured by the 
Sight of his Beloved Mother's unſpeakable 
Grief, And what Cruelty and Ignominy 
he conſented to go through from the Hands 
of his Enemies; his whole Paſſion and 
Death are enough to teſtify, . from the 
Garden to Mount Calvary. All this too did. 
he undergo in Obedience to his eternal 
Father, in Compliance with whoſe Bleſſed 


Will he not only conſented to yield up the 


Ghoſt for our Sins, Chriſtians, but even 
to be abandon'd by him to all the Weakneſs 
of his human Nature, before he did yield 
it. In ſhort Brethren to ſum up the Whole 
of this important Truth in few Words, For 
us, ſays St. PAUL, Chriſt was made obedient 
even to Death, the very Death of the Croſs, 
And is not this ſaying enough to convince

Nad Ignorance of it, here is a poſitive 

Precept to enforce it. Thou ſhal't Love the 


Lord thy Gop from thy whole Heart, and 
with thy ' whole Soul, and with thy whole 
Mind, And that You may not imagin it to 


be a mere Occaſional Law, or ſuch a One 
as may be broken through for any Other, 
Vour Saviour tells you, that This ig the greateſt 


and the firſt Commandment, and conſequently 
is to take place of all others. And yet the 
ſame Divine Lord tells you that there is ano- 
ther as great as this. The Second ſays he is 
like to this, Thou fhal't Love thy Neighbour 
as thyſelf. But how can this be, you 1 ſay? 
If the Love of Gop is the greateſt Com- 
mandment, how can the Love of your 
Neighbour be as great? The Solution is 


very eaſy, Chriſtians: The Love of Gop 


is the. great End for which you are com- 


manded to Love your Neighbour. For the 


firſt-Commandment was not given you for 


the Sake of the Second, but the Second was 
given you as a Means to enable you to com- 


ply with the firſt. That Precept then of 
the two which is the End muſt. necæſſarily 
be in it's Nature the greateſt, the firſt, /and 


take place in your Affections of the other 
which 


is only a Means. And yet as no End 
| is 
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zs to be obtain d without the neceſſary Means 


conducive to it, whatever Obligation you 
are under of ſeeking the End, equally obliges

- this. For, ſays he, on theſe two Command-

Two Obſervations may be drawn from 
this. The Fir/t is that, tho it is poſſible 
for you to have an extraordinary deal of Af- 
fection for Your Neighbour with very little 


or no Love for Gop, yet it is abſolutely im- 


poſſible for You to have any Love at all for 
Gop without having a great Love for your 
Neighbour. The Second is that, on one ſide 
ever ſo great a Tenderneſs for your Neigh- 
bour will not enable you to fulfill this Second 
Commandment, unleſs the Deſire of ſhewing 


your Love to Gop be the principal Motive 
of that Tenderneſs: And on the otherſide, 


however great a Degree of Love you may 


pretend to have for Gop, you cannot fulfill 


the firſt Commandment, without begin-

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ning in practice by the Second, and proving 
your Love for Gop by your Love for your 
Neighbour, | Becauſe as your Saviour tells 


you, theſe two Commandments are the inſepa- 


rable Pillars on which dependeth the whole 


religious Edifice of the Lau and the Pro- 
pbets. The Conſequence of which is, that 
to fulfill both you muſt make uſe of Reaſon 


and Grace to ſet about them. What does 
every reaſonable Man do before he conſents 
to any One Undertaking? Firſt, He con- 
ſiders the End he has to propoſe to himſelf 
in doing it, and if the End be eligible he 


reſolves on purſuing it. Secondly he conſults . 


the Means, and lays hold on thoſe which 
he finds, upon mature Deliberation, to bt the 
moſt neceſſary and ſufficient. The End 
then is the firſt in Intention, and the Mears 
are the . firſt in Execution. Conſult Grace 
then and ask yourſelves, what is and ouglit 
to be the Chief End of all your Actions? 


Grace will anſwer you that it is the Love of 


Gop; That then ought to be the firſt in 
your Intention in the Love you bear to your 


Neighbours, his Creatures. And ask your 
Reaſon once enlighten'd by Grace, what 


are the neceſſary Means to attain to: that 


End? And Yau will find that it is the Love 


of your Neighbour. This then muſt be

No, he very beautifully expreſſes the oppoſit, 
by telling you that this is not Perfection it- 
ſelf, but the band of Perfection, that is, the 
Condition required on our ſides towards ob- 
taining of Gop the Grace of Perfection in 
the Accompliſhment of the great Law of 
loving Gop above all things.

if you neglect the Means, the neceſſary

Nothing will make this Truth more evi- 
dent to You, Chriſtians, than conſidering 
the infinit Obligations You have to Gop, 
for the immenſe Love he has expreſs'd to 
You.

Chriſtians, was he for the future to thun- 


der down his Vengeance upon every Sinner, 
in the very Inſtant of his offending him, 
the many and prodigious Inſtances he has 


already given of his Forgiveneſs to you, after 


ſo often and groſiy inſulting him, would be 


more 
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more then ſufficient to lay an eternal Obli⸗ 
gation on you of practiſing the niceſt Cha- 
rity to your Neighbours, let them injure you 
ever ſo grievouſly and ever ſo often. It muſt 


be own'd that Gop has ſignalized his Love 
for you, to the utmoſt Exceſs, in ſuffering ſo 


many Affronts and Inſults as every one of 


your Sins amount to, Surely, I ſay, it muſt 


be own'd that his Love for you is unlimited, 
ſince he could and would forgive ſo many 


baſe Injuries from miſerable Worms like us. 
Gop is not inſenſible of the heinouſneſs of 


them, he ſees them all, in all their Horror, 


knows how oppoſit they are to the Great- 
neſs of his Majeſty ; he eyes them in the 


moſt lively Manner, and deteſts them with 


the utmoſt Abhorrence.

Monarch who, having it in his Power to 
puniſh with the utmoſt Rigpur of Juſtice

acted with you. Ah, how many Treache- - 


ries and Infidelities nas he not borne with, 
from you, and yet continued his Benevolence 


to you! Every Mortal Sin you have com- 


mitted has been a horrible Conſpitacy againſt 
the Honour and Dignity of your Divine So- 
vereign, and O how often has he put up 


with ſuch Treaſons from you, and not only

No, while he forgives, you muſt: And not 
in bare Expreſſion but, like him, in fact.

I. There are , Fes, very oe who can N 
72173 involuntary Ignorance as any tolera- 
ble 
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ble Excuſe, even to Men, for the Exceſſes 
they give into againſt the Laws of Gop and 
his Church. And None, no not One can 
alledge it to Gop, but Infants, and Idiots. 
All others have Knowledge enough given 
them, to lead them to eternal Felicity ; and 


therefore is it that they are culpable in ſwer- 


ving from it: For as St. James ſays, to him, 
200 knoweth Good and doth it not, to him is 


the Sin, Had the Divine Creator left Man - 


in an abſolute Ignorance of Good or Evil, 
and a total Stranger to the future Happineſs 
reſulting from the One, as well as to the 
ſubſequent Miſery flowing from the Other, 


the Choice of Either would have been an 


indifferent Action, incapable in itſelf of 
Praiſe or Blame. But ſuch is the infinit 
Goodneſs of the Almighty, that he enligb- 
tens All Men coming into this World, ſuffi- 
ciently to Work their Salvation. There is 
no One ſo Ignorant: as not to know Good 
from Evil, and the inviting, or terrifying 


Conſequence of his Good, or Bad Choice. 


Every Man knows the Certainty of Miſery, 
and the Precariouſneſs of Happineſs in this 
Life. And without the Help of any higher 
Lights than thoſe of Nature, All Nations, 


All Degrees of Men, are unanimous in the 


Belief (not to call it Conviction) of a fu- 
ture more ſolid certain Felicity. Nay how- 

ever they may vaty in their Ideas of that 
| 116) 4 Felicity, 
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ay yet All agree that the Practice of 
Virtue is the only Means to attain 
8 it. And that yearning after Felicity 5 
which Gop has ſo ſtrongly ingrafted in every 
human Breaſt, is ſufficient to make Ev 
one earneſtly defirous of Happincks beyond 
Death. 
Why then do we ſee 0 Few, who pur- 
ſue that Happineſs in earneſt? Why do fo 
many take the Meaſures diametrically oppo- 
ſite to the avow'd Means by which alone 
that Felicity can be obtain'd? The Reaſon 
is obvious. Mankind are hurried away from 
their Happineſs by the Miſapplication of 


_ _ thoſe Paſſions, which were given them to 


animate them in the right Purfuit of it. In 
ſhort, Paſſion led on by Precipitancy has 
brought human Nature to ſuch a Paſs, that 
there is very little Difference to be made 
between Age and Infancy, if you except 
' Years and Guilt. The 33 part of Men 
are but full grown Children, who act by 
Starts, and think by Appearances. The Dif- 
ference between their Tafancy, their Youth, 
_and their Manhood is, that their Paſſions 
grow ſtronger, their Reaſon. weaker, and 
their Guilt heavier, and more un pardonable, 
as the Confequence is more fatal. But in 
every Stage alike they are determin'd . 
the outſides of things, becauſe too indolent 
_ to penetrate farther ; and nnaccuſtom'd-to 


1 efter PETE Or. 
carry their Im 


ar, agination beyond the Preſent, 
the Future affects them but little, if at all. 
A Young Child will prefer a Braſs Counter 
before him, to the future Poſſeſſion of a 
Golden Medal: And a Youth in his Mino- 
rity will ſometimes give up his Right to a 
plentifal Eſtate, for a trifling Sum to gratify 
a preſent Appetite with, Vet theſe are Rules 
which will admit of many Exceptions, as 
we know by Experience, But how few 


Exceptions are to be found of Men who 
wilt not give up the Treaſures of God's 
Glory to purſue a trifling Lucre in View! 


For one whom we may except, how man 


Millions are there who knowingly and wil- 


lingly give up the future ſolid Joys of Hea- 
ven in exchange for a trivial, empty, fleet- 


ing, preſent Pleaſure, which muſt coft them : 
without Compariſon more Pains and Un- 
eaſineſs to poſſeſs, than it required to re- 


nounce it. 


Pleaſure, Profit and Applauſe, are the 


| three great Motives to which Gop has con- 
fined all our Purſuits : And theſe rightly 


applied are ſufficient to guide all Men to 
Salvation. But how generally alas are they - 


miſapplied! If Pleaſure be your Purſuit, 
Chriſtians, who of you all need want a 
Motive to follow the Call of Gop to his 
Service; when promiſed a Share of ſuch ex- 


quiſite Delight, as Eye:bath not ſeen, Ear bath 


not 
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not heard, nor hath it enter d into the Hears 
Man? But alas this Pleaſure, great as it 


is believed, great as it really is, you eye a 


far off, you look upon as future; and there- 
fore Impatient of more ſpeedy Enjoyment, 
you are deaf to Gop when he calls you to 
it. A preſent Luſt, a ſudden Revenge, and 
actual Luxury, have more prevalent Charms, 
and you give them the Preference. Why, 
O Lecher, do you perſiſt in that criminal 
Enjoyment, which you are uncertain of 


poſſeſſing, when a more ſolid Fruition is pro- 


ferr'd you for Eternity? Why, O implaca- 
ble Wretch, do you purſue Reſentment, when 
invited back to a more Noble Triumph, by 
the Avenger of all Wrongs? Why, O Glut- 


ton, will you pamper your depraved Appe- 


tite, in Defiance of the Laws of Gep and 
his Church, when your Temperance would 


be fo ſubſtantially requited at the Banquet 


of his eternal Love. Ah! The Cauſe is 


but too plain, the preſent Pleaſure ſtands 
between you and Eternity. Gop calls you 


to the Pleaſures he. created you for : But 
Every-one of you has form'd a Pleaſure of 


his own to himſelf, and Gop may call to 


Eternity, you will never liſten to him. 
Why does that Miſer place his Happi- 
neſs in Uſury? Why does this other Tradeſ- 
men delight in unjuſt Gain, impoſe on his 
Dealers, and defraud his Creditors, contrary 

| to 
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td the known Laws of Gov, and che Die- 


tates of his own Conſcience; and why do : 


you, O heartleſs Chriſtians, reſiſt the 5 — 
Truth, impugn it, delay embracing it, ot 
bluſh to defend it, where your world! Inte. 
reſt is at Stake? Is it that you are inſenſible 
of the infinit Treaſures hoarded up for ſuch 
as renounce the World and it's Intereſts, to 
| anſwer the Call of Chriſt? Or is it that 
you are not deſirous of them? No, neither 
is true, You both know the Rewards! and 
yearn after them. But preſent Intereſt! pre- 
ſents itſelf to your elivated View, in the 
moſt amiable Light; you have not the 
Patience to wait for the future. And Gon 
may call on, you are till "deaf 16 "his. 
Voice. 

How few Aue Men Wong others | 
be; How ſmall would be the Number of 
Thoſe, who at the Expence of Virtue, of 
a Peace, and of Life itſelf; are in perpetual 
Purſuit, of Power, Dignity, and Splendor 3 
how very ſmall, I ſay, would be their Num- 
ber, but for the empty Applauſe and Ho- 
mages of a flattering World ! But are there

Glory? Ves, ah yes! They who renounce! 
the Applauſe of Men will be applauded by

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These are indeed a Kind of Chriſtians, 
who ought to be excepted from thoſe we 
have been talking of. To ſpeak Truth, 


e Pleaſure, Profit, or Applauſe, of the 
World, have very little ſhare in their Mo- 


tives of acting. But then they are full as 8 


indifferent to thoſe of Heaven. It is not 
that they do not deſite, and deſire earneſtly 


to be happy with Gon and his Angels: But 


then their Deſires however carneſt are in- 
effectual. They know that the Kingdom of 


Heaven ſuffers V iolence, and therefore ha- 


bituated to Indolence, they chuſe rather to 
risk a perpetual Excluſion from it, than to 
be at the Pains of vielenting themſelves in 
any thing. And tho' the nuptial Veſt of 
Gon's Grace be ſufficient to qualify them to 
partake of the Banquet of his Glory, they 
Will rather hazard à ſhameful Re pulſe, than 
be at the Pains of acquiring and preſerving 
it.

acknowledged, to ſtand in need at preſent 
of any Support. To whom then can it be 
owing, that they are not all as happy as he 
deſign d them to be? It muſt be abſurd to 
imagin that God would act any thing de- 
ſtructive of his own Divine Purpoſe. And 
if he created them to be happy, he muſt 


give them the Means to be ſo: Since it is 


beneath his infinit Wiſdom to deſire them 
to be, What they had not the Power of 

being. If then Man was provided with all 
the Means requiſite to attain to eternal Feli- 
city, is it not his own Fault that. He neg- 
lets thoſe Means, and in ſo doing forfeits 
the Bliſs he was deſign'd for?

augment it; they who have None, that is

Gop, it is plain, O Mortals, is better ac- 
quainted with you, than = with yourſelves, | 
and therefore tho he not force your 


Will, he afforded you Grace, Lights, and 
| Means, ſufficient to biaſs that Free-will to 


the Choice of your own HappineG. If then 
ou {light that Grace, if you neglect thoſe 
Eights, if you abuſe. thoſe Means, ſhall 
Gop be reputed unjuſt for not forcing you. 
What could I do to my Vine, fays Gon, and 
have not done it? 
It will perhaps be objected, that a Man 


who is in a State of Mortal Sin, cannot be 


releaſed from it but by Gov's Grace: True: 
Vet how came he to fall into that State but 
by abuſing the Grace, and neglecting the 
Lights firſt given him. Gov zlluminates all 
Men coming into this World, with ſufficient - 
Light for their preſent Exigence, if they 
make a right uſe of that Light, he aug- 

ments it and adds Light, to Light, in pro- 
portion to their Improvement of it, till they 
reach to that perfect Grace requiſite to eter- 
nal Salvation. And ſuch as never reach to 


that Grace are they, who have abuſed the

No, 
their Sufferings will be ſharpen'd by the 
Sting of their Conſcience, which will per- 
petually remind them that they themſelves 
were the voluntary Authors of their own 
irreparable Miſery. And what will ſwell 
the Sum of their Deſpair will be the hate- 
ful, yet ever preſent Compariſon of the in- 
finit Subſtantial Bliſs they have loſt, with 
the Empty Trifles they exchanged it for.

While 'yout = 


ate in Health then, then is the time to

Then is 


your time to labour induſtriouſly, to ſupport 


Hungry, to cloath the Naked, und right 
the injured or diſtreſt. While your Mind is 


clear you may inform yourſelves and inſtruct

at the Point of Death. No, do you begin 
the Cure of your Bodies by that of your 
Souls; ſend Fer, his Miniſters, that by a 
Chriſtian Reconciliation with Gop. and his 
Church, you may ſecure yourſelves the Di- 
vine Protection and render your Diſeaſe a 
Moral Good ; and to do this reflect, if a 
Sick-bed Repentanee is ſo precarious as it 
really is, how much more dubious muſt not 
a Death-ſweat [Repentance be. 
N O Chriſtians, if you ſanctify "hk "AY 
nings of a Sickneſs, of — Service will 
you not make that Divine Viſit to Tou. 
For a Viſit of Gop it is: Ves and a gra- 
Cious one, perhaps never more neceſſary 
than at this preſent time; when Vice is as 
tife as Infirmities, And therefore may I 
apply to the preſent Contagion thoſe Words 
of the Prophet, there is nd Evil in the City 
iobich the Lord hath not done. Tis eden ſo: 
There is no Evil haunts your Bodies this 
Day but for the Cure of your Souls. Gop 
would Dot be analen as St. Auguſtin 
; remarks, 
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tetnarks, if he could not draw Good from 
Evil. And O what important Good does 
he not draw from the Evil of Sickneſs ! 


This Woman, that Man, perhaps, led away 


by Example was on the brink of Iniquity, 
when Gop brought them back by a ſudden 
Diſeaſe. This Young Woman, perhaps, 
had been utterly damn'd by the Pride of 
her Beauty: But God to beautify her Soul 
with the Ruins of a Face ſent her a Small- 
Pox. And O Merchants. and Tradeſmen, 
ſuch of you as are yet unreſolved to reſtore 
what you have gotten by Fraud, if you re- 
ſolve not ſpeedily, Gop may, and I hope 
will if it is needful, Viſit you with a raging 
Fever and bring you into Juſtice. Yes, I 
will, ſays Gov. I will ſtrite, and will 
heal. O how ſerviceable then, is Sickneſs to 
the Soul ! Thy YVife, ſays experienced Jos, 
hath preſerved my Soul. And ſo it will yours 
Chriſtians, You will find this natural Evil a 
real Moral Good, if you uſe it but rightly, 
_ Sickneſs is the School, where every 
Virtue is practiſed if we take Care to ſecure 


the Habits in time, by ſetting out with ſanc- - 


tifying Grace. 'Then it is we pray with 
Fervour ; then it is we make Acts of Faith, 
and Hope; then it is we are call'd upon for 


Patience and Reſignation ; then it is that 


our Hearts are open to Acts of Humility, 
Juſtice and Charity; and the weaker our 


Lr. Bodies 
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Bodies are in the Execution, the ſtronger are 


our Souls in the Intention, and Wiſhes, 
Then is it in a word, that we become Saints, 
if ever, according to that of St. Paul, When 
I become weak then I am powerful, for Vir. 
tue is perfected in Infirmity, that is if we 
take care to ſanctify the Beginnings, Learn 
then, O Chriſtians, to reap theſe Advan- 
tages from Sickneſs againſt you come to 
ſtand in need of- them, Be not like the 


| heedleſs Lord in our Goſpel, preſumptuous 


to the laſt. Miracles are not to be depen- 


ded on. You ſee the Dangers of Delay: 


You ſee the Benefit of recurring to Gop 
ſeriouſly, and you ſee them both in him. 
By too great a Delay he made a Miracle 
neceſſary to relieve him: And yet at laſt 
by recurring to Gop with Fervour he ob- 
tain'd that Miracle. Imitate then his Fervour 
and Faith ; but copy not his Delay. If you 
depend on a like Miracle, your Preſump- 
tion will be Folly, and Gop will mock at 


that Folly, and laugh at your latter End. 


III. But ah! Chriſtians, if you may not 


copy his Neglect, You may learn from him 
to be grateful, He when his Son was re- 


ſtored acknowledged the Divine Favour, 
and believed himſelf and his whole Houſe, and 
believed with a Faith animated with Good- 
works, otherwiſe his Belief had not been 
0 ä worthy 
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worthy of the Evangeliſt's Notice. But 


ah! Chriſtians, how few of you when re- 


ſtored from a ſevere Illneſs, can have the 
Thought of giving Thanks to Gop, and 
approaching at your firſt Exit to the Holy 
Sacraments to acknowledge the Divine 
Mercy! How few of you remember the 
good Purpoſes you made, when upon the 
verge of Death as you Thought ! And O 


how many return to their Vomit again! 
How did you with, how did you pray for a 


Reprieve from Death! What Proteſtations 


did you not then make of deſiring to live 


your Lives over again, only to live to Gop ! 
And how ſeriouſly did you not then Vow, 
that if Gop would reſtore you to Life, you 
would devote that Life wholly to him, and 
to the Acquiſition of thoſe Virtues you 
found yourſelves in want of! This you can- 
not deny to Gop nor Man. Gop was pre- 


ſent, nay, I have been preſent with ſome 
of You, And O how many of theſe Scenes 


have I not ſeen! What Agonies, what Ter- 
rors, what Convulſions of Anxiety, did not 
then appear in you for fear your Prayers 
and Proteftations ſhould not prevail. How 


did you Curſe Four paſt Neglect, bleſs your 


preſent _ es, and bleſs the | Sickneſs 
which occaſion'd them. How did you not 
Hope, and Fear, and With, and almoſt 


Deſpair, and Hope _ Perhaps, there 


may 
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may be Some here who could Witneſs tho 
Truths I have now utter'd. And O that 
they might but ſtand here a while in my 
Stead | How much more feelingly would 
they not deſcribe the Terrors they then 
were in, than I can da! How livelily wauld 
they not paint them, while they are yet 
freſh in their Memories. And O Heaven, 
grant they may never forget them. For O 
what Miſeries have they not to fear, who 
after ſo much Experience of the Danger of 
living ill ſhould relapſe again into Vice! Have 
a Care then, Chriſtians,” how you act. If you 
ſhould forfeit your Sick-bed Vows now you 
are reſtored to Health, your Baſeneſs will 
be doubly heinous, Your Re-eſtabliſhment, 
deſign'd by Gop a Mercy, will become a 
Curſe, And future Sickneſs can afford you 
little Hopes. If you deceive Gop now, 
yourſelves will fall the Dupes of your De- 
ceit. Live then for the future as you wiſh'd 
you had lived, while you were Sick, And 
that you never may relapſe into thoſe Sins, 
which tortured you ſo much in Sickneſs, 
never forget the Purpoſes you made, the 
Fears and Pangs you felt, and the Petitions 
you then offer d. | x 

In ſhort, deareſt Fellow-Chriftians, as 
you cannot but be now convinced of the 
Dangers of perverting Health, trifling with 
Sickneſs, and abuſing Recovery ; You who 


enjoy, 
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enjoy, undiſturb, a Stock of good Health 


ſhall deſert. You who hereafter may be 
Sick, dally not with Salvation by putting 
off your Repentance and Recourſe to God 


till the laſt. Put not too much Confidence 


in your Phyſician, in his Medicines, in Your 
Youth or Conſtitution, and too little in Gop, 
and his Sacraments and Means. And you 


who have been Sick but are happily reco- 


ver d; forget not that there is a Gop to be 


thank d; an Acknowledgment to be made; 


that there are Sins to be attoned for, a Hell 
to be avoided, a Pur tory to be fear d, a 


Heaven to be hoped for, Virtues to be ac-

quired, Vicious ' Habits to be canquer'd, 


Grace to be augmented, and a Soul; to be 
ſaved. You have ſin'd and have repented. 
Go then and henceforth Sin ng more, let 
ſomet hing worſe befall you, And that Gop 


may give you. Grace ſo te dd, I intreat;

Whit can be more within the Reach of 
the meaneſt Capacity, than the Compariſon 
of a King and his Servants? A King 
ſo juſt that he Weighs the Worth of the 
meaneſt of his Vaſt; and yet ſo condeſ- 
cending that he ſtoops to a Perſonal Exami- 
| nation

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nation of them, to prevent their ſuffering 
unjuſtly thro' Partiality, Prejudice, or Miſ- 
repreſentation : A Sovereign ſo rigorous as 
to threaten with abſolute Slavery an Inſol- 
vent and his Family; yet a Sovereign ſo 
generous as graciouſly to remit the greateſt 


of Debts and Offences upon a ſimple Pro- 
miſe of future Satisfaction: In a word, a 
Monarch ſo merciful as to remit the groſſeſt 


Infidelities committed againſt himſelf; and 
yet ſo rigorouſly equitable as to load a Cri- 


minal whom he has juſt pardon'd with all 


the Weight. of re- aſſumed Wrath, merely 


to retaliate the Cruelty he practiſed againſt 
his Fellow-Servant. If this Parable be not 


familiar, I know not what is. Apply it 
then, Chriſtian, and know that, however 


wide Inconſideration may make it ſeem 
from any thing which concerns you, it is 


really applicable to None more than to 
Yourſelf. . 


The King whom Chriſt ſpeaks of in this 
Paſſage is. His Divine Perſon itſelf, That 
Almighty Judge, who fhall one Day call all 
his Servants to a ſtrict Accompt of all their 


Thoughts, Words, and Actions; and You, 


You, O Chriſtian, are the Uathrifty Ser- 


vant who are, and will then be found an 


Inſolvent Debtor to him. Happy for Vou 


in the Day of Reckoning if you ſhould o- ·wFe 
him no greater a Debt than ten thouſand 


Talents 
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Talents unapplied, ten thouſand Inſpirations 
neglected, fey only if you ſhould then 
have room to plead for Mercy. But ah! 
Chriſtian, what Reaſon have you to hope 
for Mercy from your injuted, exaſperated 
Sovereign, while you are inflexibly ſevere to 
your Fellow Servant? Perſiſt then no longer 
in deceiving yourſelf, unleſs you become 
more merciful to your -Fellow-Creatures, 
unleſs you are leſs prompt to revenge more 
ready to forgive what better have you to 
truſt to, than the final Sentence of the re- 

robate Servant of this Goſpel ? He for his 
Want of brothefly Charity was caſt into 
utter Darkneſs, And if you are not warn'd 


by his Puniſhment to keep free from his 
- Offence hear what will be your Doom alſo. 


So alſo ſhall my heavenly Father do to Yon, 
F you forgive not Every-one his Brother 


From your Hearts, Let us then examin, 


. ore

II. How neceſſary it is to Salvation and

And thence You will be able to conclude

one hts Brother from your Hearts, From 
| theſe Words it plainly appears, that the 
Forgiveneſs we owe to an offending Neigh= - 


bour cannot be merely that Sort of For- 
bearance, which is rather an Effect of in- 
. folent Scorn than of relenting Mercy, To 
_ ſtifle Reſentment becauſe we think a Perſon 
beneath our Revenge, is an Exceſs of Ar- 


rogance. Diſtreſs, Servitude, Death itſelf, 


the moſt puſillanimous, are ſometimes able 
to confront with Steadineſs. But the moſt 
humble, ſcarce know how to bear being 
utterly deſpiſed ; and the more magnani- 
mous a Soul is, the leſs is it ſeaſon'd to, 
and the more unfitted for brooking Con- 
tempt. Every- Individual thinks he has, 


and really has, ſome Significance in him; 


and to rob him of 'That by a kind of an- 
nihilating Scorn, is the -accuteſt Sting our 
Vox. IV. . 
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Revenge can level. To forbear Revenge then 
from a Principle of Scorn, is not the For- 
giveneſs of Heart which Chriſt expects 
from You. YU ror 09 

Neither can it be that Sort of Forgive- 
neſs, which extends barely to the not reta- 
liating Evil for Evil, To be externally 
reconciled to one whom we look upon as 
an Enemy, and to withhold the Effects of 
our Hatred from him, may poſſibly be of 
ſome Service to him, but can be none to 
us, while we ſecretly. cheriſh a rancorous 
Remembrance of his former Injuries, To 
forgive, and not to forget, as much as in 
us lies, is doing our Duty but by halves. It 
is impoſſible wilfully to dwell on the Of- 
fence with Diſguſt, without more or leſs 
cheriſhing a Diſlike to the Offender; con- 
trary to the Injunction of Chriſt, to forgive 
him from our Hearts, What then; can it 


| avail us to check the outward Shootings of 


Paſſion, while we foment it at the Root? 
Sinee by erring in one part of this great 
Law, we fhall. be found defective in the 
Whole. Se ; 2 * . ö Tek 
. Laſtly, the Forgiveneſs which we Chri- 
ſtians are to praiſe, muſt not be merely 
Philoſophic, like that of Plato, who never 


allow'd himſelf the Liberty even to think 


of his Enemies, merely from a deſire of 


effacing out of his Mind and Heart, the 
very 
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very Idea of Such Perſons as offended him, 
in Imitation of Nature which labours ta 
| deſtroy whatever is contrary to itſelf, No, 
_ Chriſtian, no: It is the Crime and not the 
Criminal, you ought to forget. In grant- 

ing Pardon to an Offender, tis the Fulneſs 
of Charity to forget the Offence, but it is 
the Height of Revenge, to blot out of your 
Mind the Remembrance of his Perſon. In 
ſo doing, as much as in you lies, you an- 
nihilate him, you reduce him to nothing. 
Since were the Almighty to do the like by 
him, he would become nothing indeed. 


The Mercy then which you are to prac- 


tiſe as a Chriſtian, is a generous and ſincere 
Compaſſion at Heart- for your Neighbour's 
Frailties, accompanied with a chearful Rea- 
dineſs for Gop's Sake to excuſe, remit, and 
forget as much as poſſible any Injuries he 
may have done You, ſtill remembring his 
Perſon, to love him, and to ſerve him, 
when Occaſion ſhall offer. This, Chriſtian, 
this is the Charity Gop expects from you, 
and Prefers to all other Victims You can 
offer to him. I uill Merey, (aye Bs) and 
not Sacrifice. | 


It is inconſiſtent! wick the Divine Juſtice, | 


for Gop to accept the Sacrifice of the Un- 
merciful. No: He who can reject the 


Petition of his offending Neighbour, will 
be rejected by Gop whenever he ſues. The

The. Holy Scriptures, and all Hiſtory Sa-

Every- one knows the Uſe ta which 
the Divine Equity applied that very Gibbet, 
which Haman's Revenge had erected for 
the harmleſs Mordocbhee. Nor need I tell 
you, that the impious Enemies of the eu 
were almoſt at the ſame time, by the juſt 
Judgment of Gop, involved in the Ruin 
their Reſentment. had plotted againſt his 
choſen People. And why was Goo thus 
ſevere to them, but becauſe, by giving 
themſelves up to Enmity and Hatred, they 
had renounced. his. holy. Fear, For as Fob 
juſtly obſerves. He who withdraws Mercy 

from his Neighbour, has loft the Fear of 
Gov. And therefore ſays St. JAMes, Fudg-s 
ment without Mercy ſhall be. uſed to him 
who does not do Mero. 
Thus the Enemies of Daniel, for wick. 
edly carrying Reſentment ſo far as to ex- 
poſe him to the Rage of Lions, were by 
Gop's Almighty Arm plunged into the 
Deſtruction they had prepared for him. 
And now we are talking of Daniel, did 
not Gop, by his Mouth give a miraculous 
Inſtance of his Divine Equity, in inflicting

But in the Caſes I have mention'd, the 


Revenge was unjuſt you'll ſay. True, and 


what then? How often, alas is our Reſent- 
ment fullas unjuſt! How often do our Chime- 
ras make Enemies even of our beſt Friends 
That Superior, who reproved our unruly: 
Conduct — this Inferior; whoſe Virtues 
are perhaps a Toil ta our Irregularities 
and that Equal, who refuſed to be acceſ- 
ſory to ſome favorite Sin we had in View 
all become alike. the Objects of our 
unjuſt Hatred, are ſet at bay by us; and 
our Revenge, ten- to-one, is never glutted 
till we have run them down to Death, 
Diſtreſs, or at leaſt to Diſgrace, if in our 
Power. Ca this be Chriſtian, can this be 
even Human, or can there be any thing in 
it to ſcreen us from the Reſentment of 
Gon, whom we ourſelves have fo groſly 
offended ? Ah! Chriſtians, where is the 
Forgiveneſs of Heart, which Chriſt de- 
mands? Ah! How unlike is this Behaviour 


to that which his immenſe Charity ſet us 


an Example of, when naked, bleeding, 


and expiring on the Croſs! 80 far from 


loading 
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loading the Authors of his Agony with the 
Effects of Revenge, he becomes their Ad- 
vocate, Father forgive them, for they know 
not what they do. "Nha we on the contrary, 
ſet up our Friends for Enemies' and hunt 
them to Deſtruction, for not ſeconding the 
Treachery of our Paſſions.” O Folly ! Mad- 
neſs! What ſhall I call it? - For ſhame 
Chriſtians, for ſhame, bluſh at the very 
Thought 'of ſuch Antichriſtian Conduct, 
if you are not innocent of it, and tremble 
at it if guilty. For ſo ſhall, Sc. hops ©: 
you repent and forgive. 

Don't imagin, Beloved, that I mean only 
to diſſuade you from that Revenge, which 
you yourſelves muſt own to be unjuſt, No: 
Let me inform you that no Revenge what- 
ever can be juſt, in one who is a Sinner; 
however grofs the Injury be on which it is 
grounded, whatever be the Condition of 
the Offender, great or little, poor or rich, 
good or wicked, Catholic, Heretic, or In- 
fidel. And conſequently as All Mankind 
are Sinners, no Man can be within the Reach 
of the Divine Mercy who is revengeful to 
his Neighbour. 

For the clear Underftabdiog: of dikes 1 | 
muſt premiſe to you two things. Firſt, that 
Gop's Mercy ever goes Hand in Hand with 
his Juſtce. And therefore tho' in his infinit 
Goodneſs he condeſcends to provide the 


greateſt 


ment, and with Grace to make uſe of 
them; yet if a Sinner perverſely will reject 
thoſe Means, and that Grace, Gop muſt 


ſtill be Gop, and cannot be fo .inequitable 


or weakly compaſſionate, as to ſhew Mer 

at the Expence of his Juſtice. Secondly, 
we muſt all be obliged to own that our 
Neighbours, comparatively ſpeaking, can- 


not become Debtors to us but in very tri- 
vial Matters, whether it be by Offences 


they have committed againſt us, or by Obli- 


gations we have laid upon them; both they 


and we being, by the Limitedneſs of our 
Natures, confined to act within a finit, very 
narrow Sphere: Whereas it is quite other- 
wiſe between Gop and Us. We are All to a 


Man Inſolvent Debtors to him in an infinit 


Sum ; and therefore tho' it might be per- 
haps rigorous Juſtice, yet it would ſtill be 
irreproachable Juſtice in him, was he to 
inſiſt upon an infinit Satisfaction from us, or 
in Lieu of it (as we have it not to give) 
an eternal Puniſhment.

Surely then, it muſt be allow'd a merci«' 


ful. Condeſcenfion in Gop to compound 
with, and acquit us of ſo'immenſe a Debt 
for a trifling Acknowledgment, Do we not. 
owe him inexpreſſible Thanks that He will 
deign to clear us of an infinit Debt, on the 
eaſy Condition of our rubbing out a _ 
trivia

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trivial Score of our Neighbour ? With what 
Joy and readineſs ought we not to to ac- 
cept ſuch ſeaſonable Terms! And this, 
Chriſtian, is an offer he continually .-makes 
you, He requires not of you'a Multipli- 
city of Prayers, which may interrupt the 
State of Life he has call'd you to; a con- 
tinued Series of impracticable Faſts beyond 
the Strength of your Conſtitution to bear; 
nor yet an accumulated Heap of coſtly Sa- 
crifices? No. He expects you fo pray, tis 
true, and to pray inceſſantiy, but how? Not 
like thoſe Hypocrites of whom he com- 


plains, af Honour him with their Lips, but 


whoſe Hearts are far from him. No: But 
as I have ſomewhere read in the Fathers, 
He prays inceſſantly to Gop who always loves 
him, This then, Chriſtian, is the inceſſant 
Prayer Gop eſpecially likes, that you give 
him Proofs of your Love to him, by being 
merciful to your Neighbour in pardoning 
the Faults you find in, and the Injuries 
you receive from him, 5 

Both Gop and his Church, direct you 


to try to Ballance your Accompts with fre- 


quent Faſts, where your Health will per- 


mit. Vet the principal Faſts which the 


Almighty ſets a Value upon, are thoſe of 


the Heart: And they can noways affect 
your Conſtitution. One Faſt of Reſentment 


will outweigh a whole Life of Abſtinence 
from 
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from Food: Whereas let your Faſts exceed 
thoſe of all the Fathers of the Deſert they 


can be of no Efficacy, but hateful in the 


Sight of God, while you are revengeful. For 
The building Temples to his Honour; 


erecting Altars in them for his *

and making thoſe Altars frequently ſmo 

vith Incenſe, and repeated Victims to his 
1 — are undoubtedly» grateful Offices 
from a Creature to his Creator: | But that 
only from ſuch as have firſt conſecrated their 
Hearts into living Temples of his Graee, 
- raiſed in them Altars of Mercy, and on 
them ſacrifieed to him their private Ran- 
cour againſt their offending Brethren. With- 
out this Diſpoſition tis vain to build Tem- 


ples, to found Hoſpitals, or to erect Altars. | 
They are leſs guilty: of Sacrilege, who pull 


down Churches and lay waſte, the Places 
of Divine Service built with Hands, than 
they are who eraſe in their Hearts the Altar 
of Brotherly Mercy. All Victims inferior 
to fraternal Forgiveneſs are fo offenſive to 
Gon, from him who reſerves to himſelf the 
Sacrifies of his own. Wrath, that Chriſt 
warns us never to inſult Gob by approach- 
ing to his Altar in ſuch a Diſpoſition, Nay, 
if thro' Inadvertency we ſhould! chance to 
do it; he charges us to leave the Sacrifice 


unoffer'd to go and be reconciled to our 
offending Neighbour: And this not once - 


Voer=IV. U only, 
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only, nor twice; but ſeventy times ſeven 
times, that is, in ſhort as often as he ſhall 
injure you. So ungrateful to Gop is every 
Sacrifice which is not accompanied with 
Brotherly Charity ! - ee 
No Man Vou ſee then, Chriſtian, let the 
Sacrifice in his Hand be ever fo great, is 
fit to approach the Altar of Gop, without 
bringing Mercy and Peace in his Heart. In 


the Annals of the Church we read of an 
unhappy Wretch, who, tho' in the Act of 


ſacrificing his Life for the Name of Chriſt, 
was rejected by Gop and ſunk into the 
Number of the Reprobates for want of this 


Charity. Upon the Point of receiving the 


Crown of Martyrdom, after a tedious Train 
of the moſt accute Torments heroically ſuf- 
fer'd, he was approach'd by one whom he 
had long been at Variance with, and who 
now threw himſelf at the ſuffering Mar- 
tyr's Feet to implore his Forgivenefs. But 
the unhappy Creature, Who had conquer'd 
all the Cruelties of his Tytants, wouſd not 
conquer his own Reſentment, refuſed to 
forgive his ſuppliant Enemy, and Gop ſo 


deteſted the Sacrifice of his Fleſh, unac- 


conpanied with that of his Heart, that he 


withdrew his Grace from him and per- 
micted him to deny Chriſtianity; which he 


had no ſooner done than he expired, and 
ſunk to that utter Darkneſs which he pur- 
pes: e * chaſed 
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chaſed at ſo dear a Rate, and loſt the glorious 
Crown he might have ſecured at ſo cheap 
a One. So diſagreeable to Gop is every the 
greateſt Sacrifice of an unmerciful Man! 
And ſo true are the Words of St. Paul, 


if I deliver up my Body to be burnt and baue 


not Charity, it avails me Nothing ! What 
then, O Catholics, will it avail you to be 
Such and to ſuffer as you do far being Such, 
if you do not excel 2 — in Univerſal 
Charity and Brotherly Forgiveneſs? 

If then you would have your Sufferings 
acceptable to Gop; if you mean to make 
Your Sacrifices grateful to him, let them be 
crown'd. with Charity. If you have that 
you will always be in a Condition to Sacri- 
fice. Where do we find that ever a mer- 
ciful Man was rejected by the Almighty 
for want of another Victim. On the con- 
trary he deigns to accept of Mercy alone 
as a compleat Victim from him who hag 


no others to bring. He who does Mercy, 


ſays the Prophet, ers Sacrifice. Say then, 
O Chriſtian, what can be more reaſonable 
than the Demands. of Gop? Muſt we not 
be out of our Senſes to reject ſuch eaſy 
Terms from ſo infinit a Creditor who has 
the Right and Power to exact the Whole? 
Or ſay will it be wiſer in us to exact from 
our Neighbour the {light Satisfaction of our 
Revenge, and leave to Gop the Neceſſity 
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of exerting his. If we chuſe the Latter 
do we not juſtify the utmoſt Rigour ef 
Gon's Judgment againſt us? — 
Nay, the Divine Severity, which would 
otherwiſe be but nice Juſtice, becomes 
downright Mercy. For ſurely it muſt be 
own'd in ſome Senſe Mercy in a Judge to 
leave to a Criminal the Power of chuſin 
his own Sentence: And if the Criminal 
will chuſe Condemnation inſtead of Pardon, 
is the Mercy of the Judge leſs in granting 
him what he both deſerves and inſiſts upon ? 
And what other do we do; in gratifying 
Revenge, than declare that we prefer rigo- 


rous Juſtice to ſaving Mercy? When we 


beg Gop to forgive us our treſpaſſes as we 
forgive them who treſpaſs againſt us, and at 
the ſame time load them with the moſt 
bitter Effects of our Reſentment; what 
elſe do we do but intreat Gop to deal as 
ſeverely by us as we do by them? And'too 
much alas have we reaſon to fear, that he 
will hear our Prayer. The only way then 
to repeat this Divine Prayer with any Safety 
is to be always in Peace with our worſt 
Enemies. In a word, if you not only ſtifle 
the Effects of Reſentment but forgive your 
Enemies from your Heart, and not only 
forgive the Offender but endeavour to for- 
get the Offence; Gop will do the ſame by 
you, For the Merciful ſhall find Mercy. 
: Otherwiſe 
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Otherwiſe remember the Fate of the un- 


merciful Servant in this Goſpel, who was 


deliver'd into the Hands of the Torturers. 


If you imitate him in his Cruelty, expect 
to follow him in his Puniſhment. For 2 


ſhall my heavenly Father do to you, if you 
forgive not Every-one his Brother from your 


Hearts. Mercy then, Dear Chriſtians 
Mercy. And O All-gracious Jesvus inſpire 


thy Chriſtians with jt: I beſeech thee, In

| ture 
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ture where is thy Greatneſs now, plunged 
as thou ar't in an Abyſs of Darkneſs? How 


ſhall thy Likeneſs to thy Gop appear; 


through the thick Night of Original Sin 


in which thou ar't buried? 


O thou eternal Wiſdom ! Thou inexter- 
ininable Light! Thou only can'ſt diſperſe 
the Clouds of Sin and Error, which Aiken 
this thy once loved Image. O Heavens, 
pour down your Dew then from above; and 


let your Clouds rain down the Jaſt. Let 


the Earth open and bring us forth a Saviour;

Affections 
ſhould be center'd in you, From your own 
Children you expect the ſtrongeſt Proofs 
of Love, becauſe they are like you, and 
more. becauſe yourſelves were inſtrumental 
to that Likeneſs. Ah! Can you then with- 


out Shame refuſe your Love to Gov, whom 
you reſemble ſo much more, who was net 


barely inſtrumental to your being like him, 
but is the firſt and: ſupreme Source of what 
you are; who made you like him and gave 
you Souls on purpoſe too to love him? 


Why did he make that Heart of Man ſo 


_ and ſo capacious, that all the Univerſe 


of 
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of mere created Beings can't ſuffice to fill 
it? Why, but that Gop alone might fill 
it? © Yes! Gop, ſays St. Auguſtin, our Hearts 
* are uneaſy, unſatiated and reſtleſs, till 
** they repoſe in thee.” 

Well gracious Maker, thy Bounty is as 
evident as tis ineffable, We own with 


Pride, a grateful Pride, that we are like thee, 


nay, thy very Images, and therefore pro- 
perly belong to thee, whoſe Hands henefi- 
cent have made us ſo. With all the Gra- 
titude our Souls are capable of, we praiſe 
thee for this Likeneſs. Q ſuffer not one 
ſpark of foreign Love to ſtrain, disfigure, 
or efface it in us. But graciouſly embelliſh 
it with an encreaſe of Grace, making us 
ſtill more comely Images, and more reſem- 
bling thee. O let the precious Fountain of 


thy Sacred Blood ſupply us with continual 


Helps, to love and copy ſtill more after 


thee in every virtuous Practiſe, In Patience, 


\ Fortitude, in Charity to all Mankind, and 


Sovereign Love for thee. | 

But ah! Chriſtians, why do we ask all 
this? Why, but to grant us this, did Gop's 
eternal Son ſtoop from the Heavens- his 
Glory, when Sin through Satan's Artifice 
had ſullied in the Soul of Man the Bright- 
neſs of his Image? So grieved was he to 
ſee his well, his dear-loved Creature Man, 
bereft of all his Excellence, by loſing this, 
that

that he deſcended from his heavenly Throne, 


and took his very Image on himſelf to 
purify, reform it, and re-eſtabliſh it, in all

And to 
encourage us to make him this return, he 
graciouſly promiſes to recompenſe our Strug- 
gles to be like him, with ſuch Additions of 
abounding Grace as ſhall improve our Like- 
neſs to him, Ah! Why my Soul, then 
do'ſt thou not labour without ceaſe to beau- 


tify this Likeneſs of thy Goo? Why do'ſt 


thou not toil by Day, by Night, till to be 
more and more like him. O Sovereign 
Author of my Soul, whoſe bounteous Hands 
have made me to thy Likeneſs, whoſe pre- 


cious Blood has waſh'd away the Stains 


which Sin firſt ſoil'd this Image with, O 
ſprinkle us with the Hyſſop of thy Grace, 
that we may keep this Image clean as thou

HE Whole Life of Chriſt 
AS without Impropriety, may 
be ſaid to be a kind of di- 

$1 vinely well-order'd Poem, 
every incidental Action of 
Vhich is a heavenly Epiſode, 
defign'd at once for our Edification and In- 
Qrucion, This appears no where more 


evident 
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evident than in the preſent Goſpel; the 
main Action of which is the raiſing to Life 
the dead Daughter of a certain Prince: A 
Miracle, which, if taken even in a literal 
| Senſe is one of the greateſt Chriſt ever 
form'd on a human Body; but, if explain'd 
in the figurative Senſe it includes, compre- 
hends the great End of all his Miracles, 
the ſupernatural Re-animation of the Soul : 
A Miracle, in a word, which, while it en- 
forces our Faith in the Myſteries reveal'd 
to us, urges our Compliance with the Pre- 
ceepts enjoin'd us. However as the whole 
Life of Chriſt muſt be (like the ſeamleſs 
Garment his Holy Mother wrought him) 
all of a Piece, it was impoſſible he ſhould 


leave the leaſt Interval of it, unfill'd with | 


miraculous Proofs of his Divinity and inef- 
fable Inſtances of his Sovereign Goodneſs. 


And therefore tho' the Space could be but 


ſhort, between his hearing the Prince's 
Grievance and his redreſſing it; yet, ſhort 


as it was, he fill'd it up, you ſee, with a 


Miracle by .the Way almoſt equal to that, 
which he was principally intent to perform. 
Thus far may ſuffice to give you a general 
Notion of the Contents of this Goſpel; and 
to ſhew you that the Whole is to pregnant 
with Myſtery, and too rich in Inſtruction, 
to admit of a full Explanation of all it's 
Parts, in the narrow Compaſs of one Even- 
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ing's Lecture. For this Reaſon, I ſhall at 


reſent intirely confine myſelf to conſider 

the incidental Part of it, which alone is 
ſufficient to furniſh us with Mpc Matter | 
of Spiritual Improvement, 

It is pretty evident that the Women, 
who could rely on the Hem of Chriſt's 
Garment for a Remedy to her Diſeaſe, 
muſt neceſſarily have a ſtrong and lively 
Faith in the Virtue iſſuing from his Sacred 
Body: And 'tis equally evident, from the 
Succeſs of her Application, that her Faith 


was not ill grounded. Every Chriſtian muſt 


acquieſce to this: And every Catholic, I 


- dare ſay, in reading this Goſpel is excited 


at once to admire and envy this Woman 
for her Faith and Succeſs, Yet who can 
believe as much, if we are to judge of the 
Sentiments of Chriſtians by their Conduct ? 

If the Hem of our Saviour's Garment con- 
tain'd ſuch Virtue, that the bare Touch of it, 
would Cure an inveterate obſtinate Diſeaſe 
of many Years ſtanding; what Virtue muſt 


not his Body itſelf contain? And if his Body 


alone is of ſuch Efficacy, that the ſimple 
Touch of it is ſufficient: to remove all our 
corporal Complaints. What Benefit might 
not be expected to a diſtemper'd Soul, which 
inwardly receives not only his Body, but his 
Soul; not only his Human Nature but his 
Godhead? To what Cauſe then ſhall I im- 


pute

pute it, that Chriſtians, that Catholics, who 


ave a ſure and ſpeedy Remedy for all their 
IIls, ever ready at hand to apply to in the 


Perſon of Chriſt, linger on as they do in a 
dangerous habitual. Complication of Spiri- 
tual Diſeaſes? Would it not be a Shame, 
Chriſtians, to ſuppoſe You want Faith, who 
pretend to admire it in this Woman? And 
would it not ſeem inconſiſtent to. ſuppbſe 
you to envy her Succeſs, and yet not to 
be wiſhful to ſucceed yourſelves 7 Yet what 


laudable Envy can I believe you capable of, 


who negle& the ſame Remedy, tho' more 
eminently within your Reach, as it daily 
is in the Holy Sacrament of the Altar? 
You cannot ſurely doubt of the Truth of 
a Myſtery, which, tho ſo much above the 


Reach of Human Reaſon, is ſtill ſo con- 


ſonant with it. No, Vou cannot, it is im- 
poſſible you ſhould, doubt of a Point of 
Faith you ſuffer ſo much to maintain. Bluſh 
then, O Chriſtians, to think that convinced 
of the Sovereign Efficacy of this Divine 
Remedy, you want to be put in mind of 
applying to it, and applying in ſuch a 
Manner as may render you worthy of reap- 
ing Benefit from it. Are you not all ſick 
at Soul, much more than. in Body? But 


how Few of Vou all, are as eager as the

any Arguments to eſtabliſh a Point of Faith 
already proved; ſince any who are diſpoſed 
to entertain the leaſt Doubt of it, may 
have Recourſe to That. Neither can it be 
neceſſary to bring any Proofs to confirm 
you, Chriſtians, in a Belief, which as I 


have already obſerved, you ſo conſtantly 


maintain, under the greateſt Diſadvantages. 
But what can it avail You, to believe 


_ Chriſt to be perſonally in the Bleſſed Sacra- 


ment, if you are not ſollicitous to apply 
to him for the Benefit he intended you in 


mercifully placing himſelf there? Why did 


He graciouſly ſtoop to veil his Glory under 
the humble Species of natural Food, but 
that you might approach with Confidence 


to receive in him your Soul's ſpiritual Food: 
A Food ſo neceſſary to it, that it cannot ſub- 


fiſt without? Unleſs you eat the Fleſh of the 


Son of Man and drink his Elood, you ſhall 


hav 


* 
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have no Life in you. It is plain then froni 
theſe Words of our Saviour, that it is 
eſſentially neceſſary for every Chriſtian to 
receive at leaſt ſometimes the Holy Sacra- 
ment of the Euchariſt. But how often we 
ſhould receive it, Chriſt left us no poſitive 
Rule; as if he thought it too ſtinging a 
Reproach to preſcribe how often we ſhould 


receive him; when on one Hand he is ever 


graciouſly ready to communicate himſelf to 


us; and we, on the other, ſtand ever in 


need of receiving him. Indeed the Church 
perceiving our ſpiritual Indolence, and how _ 
much we ſtand in need of a Spur in our 


Way to eternal Felicity, has thought proper 


to oblige us to apply to this ineffable Ban- 
quet at leaſt once a Year, under Pain of 
being excluded her Flock. And yet with 


what Difficulty are we brought to comply? 


With what Reluctance do we ſubmit? 
And how ſuperficially do we diſpoſe our- 
ſelves? Alas, O Man! What ar't thou? 
Vain, thoughtleſs, inconſiſtent Creature 
fond of thyſelf to a Folly, careleſs of thy- 
ſelf to Madneſs; blinded by Self-love, and 
by Self- neglect deſtroy d.

Strictly ſpeaking, none are truly worthy to 


receive the Body of our Lord. The moſt 
innocent are at beſt but the leaſt unworthy. 

Still, the only way to become leſs unworthy 
of receiving it, 1s to receive it often, There- 
fore, is it offer d alike to the Saint and the 
nner. 10 the Saint, to make him more 
perfect tat he who is à Saint, as David 
ſays, may be ſan#ified farther. And to 
the Sinner that he may becomè a Saint, by 
this intimate Union with the Holy of Holes. 

For as the - ſame Royal Prophet ſays, with 

the Holy, you will be Holy. 

However great a State of Grace you may 
be in, O Chriſtians, you are ſtill in a State 
of Danger. Let him then, among you, 

abo thinks be flands, tale care left, be fall. 

And how ſhall you preſerve yourſelves from 


falling, amidſt the infinite Dangers which 
threaten you perpetually on all ſides, with- 


out receiving frequent Recriits of ſpiritual 


Vigour from this Fountain of all Strength? 
Have you not on one fide the Allurements 


of a flattering World ever beſieging you? 
Have you not on the other a malicious Train 


of infernal Enemies ever ſtudious to ſhake 
your Conſtancy? And have you not the 


inbred Traitors, your Paſſions, lurking 
within you, ever awake to ſurprize you, 
A = Hs ever 
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ever ready to betray you, when Grace ſhall 
grow faint or Virtue ſhall be unguarded ? 
And what other certain Means of Safety 
have you amidſt theſe manifold Dangers, : 
but that of keeping up a perpetual Correſ- 


pondence with your Divine Saviour, who 


alone is capable of ſecuring you from the 
Power of all your Enemies? But how can 
| you propoſe to keep up this Correſpondence 


ong, without frequently renewing your in- 


timate Union with him in the Holy Sacra- 


ment of his Body and Blood?

Such is the Importance and ſuch 


are the great Advantages, which every Chri- 


ſtian muſt reap from a frequent Devout 


Reception of Chriſt, in the Holy Sacra- 
ment of his Body and Blood. 


And are not theſe ſufficient Motives to 


induce you, to receive him often, and to 
receive him worthily? Muſt I be forced, 
Chriſtians, to place before You that eternal 
Crown of Bliſs which will be the Reward 


of ſuch as by a frequent worthy Reception 


of him, have perpetuated their intimate 
Union with him in this Life? And will 
that even be too faint to excite your Reve- 


\ rence? Well then, if you are of fo ſervile 


a Nature that Nothing will deter you from 
abuſing his Goodneſs, but the Fear of his 
Puniſhments ; hear what St. Paul ſays: He 


 qvho eats this Bread and drinks this Cup un- 


worthily, eats and drinks fudgment to him- 
ſelf, not diſcerning the Body of our Lord. 
Let no one dare then to approach to this 
Holy Sacrament, without diſpoſing himſelf 
in the beſt Manner to receive it worthily:

Ah! Chriſtians! Be ſerious. and reflect 
how much it behoves you to ſummon all 
your Attention, all your Diligence to ge

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this Divine Nutriment worthily ; that it, 


as worthily as a human Creature can do. 
To do this prepare yourſelf by an humble 
Confeſſion, and ſincere Contrition at Heart 


for all the Sins you have committed, Place 
yourſelves in as perfect a State of Purity as 
You can. And cleanſe your Hearts not 


only of Sin, but of every Affection to it. 


Conſider the Greatneſs of the Gueſt who 
is to reſide there, and think how unfit a 
Gueſt for him will be any little favorit Paſ- 
ſion, any irregular Appetite, any unclean 
Affection. Sacrifice all then to him; and 


raiſe your Fervor by Acts of Virtue internal 


and external. In a word, ſtudy every time

SN the Goſpel for this Day, 
=D Chriſtians, your Divine Saviour 
ey is labouring to arm you againſt 
che Terrors of the laſt great 

* and general Judgment, by deſ- 
cribing to you the Danger of being unpre- 
pared for it's Approach. And that you may 
be in conſtant readineſs to receive him as 
your Welcome Judge, who was ſo ready 
to exhibit himſelf your Friend and Advocate; 
he warns you of the moral Impoſſibility of 
preparing yourſelves in the Inſtant of his 
coming, on the Account of the dreadful 
-Bb2 Conliternation 
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Conſternation you will neceſſarily be in at 


the Majeſty of his Appearance, as well as 


at the Suddenneſs of it. For as Lightning 
cometh out of the Eaſt and appeareth even 
to the Weſt, ſo alſo ſhall the coming of the 
Son of Man be. But for a clearer Compre- 
henſion of this let me appeal to the laſt 
Fears you were in when Lightning rouz'd 
your ſleeping Conſciencies. However they 
peFhaps are all forgotten, and your Reſolves 
are vani{h'd: all to Nought with the evopo- 
rated Cauſe which gave them Birth. Come 
then, dear Lord, once more before thy 
laſt Appearance ſend forth this terror- ſtriking 
Harbinger of thy Approach, to wake theſe 
drowſy People. O'erſpread the Heavens 
with ſudden Clouds and. let each Meteor 
ſtrike Fire, till Flame ' embracing Flame, 
the Hemiſphere ſhall flaſh with one broad 
blaze of Lightning. Ah! Chriſtians, You 
want the. Heart to join me in this Prayer, 
that Bravery with which you dare your 
diſtant Judge, already fails you; and could 
one but inſpect your Souls, you ſhudder at 
the very Thought. How then would you 
quake, if while I am ſpeaking a ſudden 
Sheet of livid Light ſhould overſpread the 
Sky in fact! And whence proceeds this Pa- 
nic which makes it's way even to the moſt 
intrepid Breaſts? Whence comes it that the 
braveſt Mortals, who like unſhaken Rocks 
é .

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can face immoveable the fiery Mouths of 
Cannons, and wade through rapid Floods 
to fight and challenge Death amidſt the 
Flames, ſhall often ſhrink with: Horror at 


a a ſudden Lightning in the Air? The Rea- 
ſon's plain, the former finds them on their 


Guard, and arm'd with Bravery and Cau- 
tion, The latter takes them unawares, e'er 
they have time to ſummon Reſolution, or 
to recur to means of Safety, Tis then 


the Suddenneſs of Lightning which Sur- 


priſes : And *tis the Subtilneſs which makes 
our Horror reaſonable, inaſmuch as it bat- 
fles all Precaution, and carries it's baleful 
Power to the deepeſt, cloſeſt, moſt remote 
Receſſes we can fly to. For the fame Reaſon. 
then as makes you dread the very Thought 
of Lightning, You ought to live in a per- 
petual Fear of the tremendous laſt Approach 
of your Almighty Judge, and ſuch a Fear 
as may by keeping in conſtant readineſs, 
leſſen your Fears, if not diſpell them quite, 


when he ſhall actually appear. For ſo ſhall 


alſo the coming of the Son of Man be: Sud- 
den as Lightning. As Lightning ſubtil and 


penetrating from the Surface to the Centern 


of the Earth his Power and Majeſty will 
leave you no Receſs, no dark retreat to 
lurk in from his all-reaching Preſence. Then 


if You ſhould be unprepared, you'll have 


no time to get yourſelf in readineſs, when 
Be” if 
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if unhappily without the Coat of Juſtifying 


Grace, twill be dreadful to go forward, and 


ah, too late to go back to Repentance in 
ſearch of it. Pray, then ſays your Saviour, 
that your Flight be not in Winter or on the 
Sabbath. That is fly from the Wrath to 
come while it is Summer, while it is a time 
of working: While you have Youth, or 
Vigour, or the means of Grace in reach. 
For ſhould you perverſely put it off till 
the Winter of Old Age, of Sickneſs, or to 
that Period, when ſtrengthen'd in Virtue 
you ought to hope for reſt from all your 
Labours ; alas your flight will be in vain: 
But this perhaps affects you little; you feel 
Life ſtrong in you, and cannot be perſuaded 


that the Summer of your Health is near an 


End. Well then to gratify your favorit 
Weakneſs, I'll ſuppoſe you have ſome Secret 
ſure againſt a Morrow's Fever, or this- 
day's Apoplexy. But can You give me any 
Aſſurances that You and I are not the miſe- 


rable Mortals deſtin'd in bloom of Health, 
to ſee the Son of Man coming in the Clouds: 


of Heaven with much Power and Majeſty ? 


Who Cer the unhappy Creatures be, doom'd 
to be Witneſſes to that dread Sight, they 
will expect it as little as You do: And yet 


perhaps none will have greater Reaſon to 


expect it than You have; if any Attention 
be paid to the portentous Signs which Chrift 


aſſures 
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aſſures you ſhall; d it. Should this 
then be -yaur Caſe, what a hard Winter 


will that be for you to travel in to meet 
your Judge. If you neglect to labour in 


the little Summer left you, how will you 


labour in that Sabbath when all Works 
ſhall ceaſe? How will you take your flight 


from Danger in a Seaſon, when Horrors 


facing you on every ſide You- turn, ſhall 


throw you. into ſuch a Conſternation as ſhall _ 
3 you of all means of Safety and make 


it equally diſcouraging to halt or to advance. 


Ah Pray then Chriſtians, pray that your 


flight from Evil be not in the Winter, or on 
the Sabbath. And: that I may induce You 


to make this Prayer effectual, by watching 
conſtantly, while you enjoy the little Sum- 


mer of Health and means of Grace left 
von, againſt. the Horrors of that wretched 
Winter, now I ſhall ſhew you, 


I. That it is not only not impoſſible 


but even highly probable, that Many 


here may live to be the fad e 


of it: Aud 
II. Whether it be fo or not, it highly 


behoves you all to ſtand in readineſs 


for it.

I. That None of thoſe Creatures, who 
are reſerved to be living Spectator's of ' the 
ſecond coming of Chrift, may plead their 
Conſternation at the Suddenneſs of it as an 
Excuſe for their want of Preparation; our 


Divine Saviour, while yet a Saviour, has left 


them ſufficient Marks of his future Ap- 


| proach. Indeed in the very Chapter; whence 
this Goſpel is extracted, he tells you all, that 


of the day and hour, when this ſhall come 
to paſs, No body knoweth, neither the Angels 
of Heaven, Watch therefore, ſays he, be- 
cauſe yo know not what Hour your Lord 
will come. Nay continues our Divine Maſter, 
be always ready, becauſe af what Hour you 
think, not, at that very Hour, the Son of 
Man will come. And yet ſudden and unex- 
pected as that Hour will be, when it does 
come; it will not be ſo ſudden, but that 


it may be foreſeen to be near at hand for 


many Years, by the Signs and Wonders 
preceeding it. And what are theſe Signs 
and Wonders; what are the previous Har- 
bingers of it's Approach? Why our bleſſed 
Lord tells us of two Sorts and thoſe very 

| remarkable 
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Femarkable Ones. The One Sort are the 


| Abuſes of Grace, the other the Diſtortioiis 
of Nature: The Firſt the Works of the 


Devil, and the Second the Warnings of an 
exaſperated Gop, The Former are many 
Years antecedent to the General J:dgment 


and the laſt immediately preceeding it. Now 


which ever we conſider we ſhall find, that, 
keeping in our Eye the Prediction of our 
Saviour; we have the greateſt Reaſon to 
apprehend, that the Day of Univerſal Judg- 
ment is near enough at Hand for us to 
expect it, even in our own Days. 


I)hbe firſt of theſe Signs then as we have 


it from our Saviour Chriſt is, that there 


fall riſe falſe Chriſfts and falſe Prophets 


and ſhall ſhew great Signs and Wonders, fo 
that the Elec alſo (if it be poſſible) may 

be induced into Error. And when alas can 
this Prediction be nearer to it's Accompliſh. 
ment than it appears at preſent. Within 


theſe two laſt Centuries how many impu- 
dent, abſurd and deteſtable Herefies have 
not raiſed their Heads! How many. falſe 
Chriſts have appear'd, Wretches fo void of 
Senſe and Honeſty, as for the Sake of gra- 
tifying their Love of Lucre, their Luſt of 
Praiſe, or leud Eibertiniſm have rent the 
Church of Gop, bid Chriſt defiance, and 


' vented new conceited Goſpels. of their own 


inſtead of his, and what is ſtill more gla- 
Vor. IV. Cc ringly 
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ringly audacious, made uſe of his revered 
Authority to give their Errors Sanction ! 


What ſhall. we ſay of Luther's Followers, 
Fools who preſume to ſhelter their Abſur- 


dities under the awful Wing of Chriſt's 


unerring Truths, tho' ſuch Abſurdities as 


even their Wicked Mafter bluſhes not to 


own that he received in a nocturnal Confe- 


rence from Satan the Father of Lies? Are 
they not manifeſt falſe Prophets? What 


Signs and Wonders have they not feign'd 


0 draw (i, poſſible ) even the Elect to Error? 


For what a Wonder is it not, far more ſur- 


priſing to ſound Reaſon than any Myſtery 
of our Faith, that Men who pride in own- 
ing Chriſt to be eternal 'Truth, and Men 
of no mean Genius, nay Multitudes of 
Men like theſe, ſhould blindly yield to con- 


tradict his moſt expreſs Commands and 
Doctrins to follow thoſe of an obſcure, des 
bauch'd, and ſtupid Outlaw; who has re- 


corded himſelf the Proſelyte of Hell, and 


voluntary Dupe to the known Father of 
Lies the Devil. This is a Wonder of ſuch 
a Nature as, if conſider'd with ſuperficial 


Eyes, might ſtartle (if poſſible) even the. 


Elect. What ſhall ſo many Men of Parts 


and Learning, ſome poor. illeterate Inno- 


cents would jay, what ſhall ſuch Men give 
into this new Doctrin, and it be falſe? 
Sure nothing but a Miracle could give ſo 
| ſpeedy 
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ſpeedy an Encreaſe to ſuch minute Begin- 


nings. In truth to eye it but on this Side; 
who would not yieſd to be a Lutheran 2 


But ſearch this Wonder to the Bottom and 
you ſhall ſee how falſe a Sign it is To. 


what is owing the ſurpriſing Progreſs of 
this lying Sect of feigning Prophets ? The 


Church of Chriſt owed it's Encreaſe to 


the minuteneſs of its Origin: But in what 


did that Minuteneſs conſiſt ? It conſiſted as 


I have already ſhewn you in Humility, 


Self-denial, and the Croſs of Chriſt : Prin- 


ciples all oppoſit to, and deſtructive of the 


Maxims of the Fleſh. That from ſuch Prin- 


ciples then, this Church ſhould gather 


Strength and draw Mankind to even re- 


nounce the Fleſh to become Members of 
it, muſt be a Miracle indeed, becauſe ſu- 
rior to the Force of Nature. But were 


the Seeds of Lutheraniſm ſuch? No they 


were the Gratification of the Fleſh and 


Appetites, and quite conformable to the 


Propenſity of Man's corrupted Nature, 
where then is the Wonder that ey ſhould 
find Abettors ? 

Luther himſelf began his Herely by pri- 
vate Marriage, tho a Prieſt, and Carloſta- 
dius improving on his Maſter was the firſt 
Prieſt who dared to ſhelter this Sacrilege 


under that of public Nuptials. But ſtill 
they reſtrain d ſome irkſome Bounds to 
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Vice which Nature could not brook, and 
theſe their wiſer Diſciples Zuinglius and 
his Companions belp'd to remove by taking 
off the Real Preſence. Calvin ſtill wiſer 
than they all, gave the laſt Stroke to Virtue 
by his Sin-ſoothing, and. Fleſh-inflaming 
Blaſphemies of Grace inamiffable, What 
Vonder then that theſe ſhould gain ſuch 
credit in the World! What Wonder that 
from theſe tainted Sources of Corruption 
ſuch Numbers of Hereſies and Hereſiarchs 
ſhould ſpring within the Space of two 
hundred Years as would, if number'd, ex- 


ceed all thoſe, which ſprung and died in 


fifteen hundred Years before | The Wonder 
only is, that they ſhould dare to call even 
Chriſt himſelf, the eternal Truth of Gon 
to witneſs to their Falſhoods. But if they 
did not this, they would not be falſe Chriſts, 


falſe Prophets, ſuch as Chriſt has warn d You 
of. Tis by this Sign you know them to be 


Such: And now if you permit them to 
deceive you, it is your Fault, not Chriſt's 
who has ſufficiently inſtructed yau to gk | 


_ againſt them. 


When you ſee the Abemination of Deſo- 
lation . ... . ſtanding in the Holy Place, lays 
Chriſt, he that readeth let him underſtand : 
Then they who are in Fury let them flee to 
the Mountains. St. Ferom upon this Text 
warns us to take Notice that there is a figu- 
rative 
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rative Senſe in this Paſſage. For fays the 


Saint, When our Saviour calls upon our 
* Underſtanding to exert itſelf, tis a 


e Sign that he is delivering ſome myſtical 


* Doctrin to us. And to explain the 
myſtical Senſe of this to us, the venerable 
Father tells us. By the Abomination of 
* Deſolation is to be underſtood every per- 
« verſe Doctrin, which when we perceive 
et creeping into and rearing it's Head in 


* the. Church, we ought to flee from 


e Fudea that is from the Jewiſh or Here- 
& tical Perverſity of it to the Holy Moun- 
© tains of Gop's eternal Truth, by which

Me Abomination of Deſolation then which 
theſe infernal Sects have wrought in the

ries of 'his awful Majeſty, but Garrets and 
Cellars and Stables and Cottages ? 

| Is there not great Reaſon to think then 
that the Judgment, of Gop is at Hand? 
Ah be ſerious therefore, Beloved, and pro- 
vide for your Security during the little Sum- 
mer, the little time for Struggle which is 
left you. You who are yet in Lane. in 
the State of Sin and Perverſity, flee to the 
Mountains of Chriſt's Holy Faith and Doc- 
trins and pray that the Winter the Sabbath 
overtake you not, before you have finiſh'd 
your Chriſtian Race and Labour. Let ſuch 
among you as are reduced to- ferve your 
Gop on the Houſe-top, take care not to 
loſe the Ground you have gain'd by deſ- 
cending to the Converſation of theſe falſe 
Chriſt's, by entering to commerce with 
them and taking any thing from your for- 
mer dwelling of Sin or Error, He who is 
in the Field of Gop's Church, let him not 
go out of it to take on his Coat of fleſhly 
Inclinations. No: Look forward and ſuf- 
fer not yourſelves to be decoy'd out of your 
Salvation by thoſe lying Prophets, nor any 
of their ſpurious Offspring. | |

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Thanks to the Divine Mercy, great as 
the Tribulation is, which thoſe falſe Chriſt's 
have afflicted the Church of the true Chriſt 
with, according to his own Prediction in 
this Goſpel: A Tribwation,. ſays your Lord, 
ſuch as has not been from the Beginning of 
the World until now- neither fhall be any 
more; yet has Gop for the Sake of the 
truly Faithful ſown. ſuch Confuſion among 
them, as renders the reign of them all like 
that of a Muſhroom, the Birth of a foggy 
Morning, and the Blight of an Evening- 
Miſt, Tho' like Locuſts they ſpread at 
their Riſe, yet like Caterpillars they moul- 
der to Nothing before the Sun- ſhine of 
Catholic Faith. And indeed, as the eternal 
Truth itſelf has told us, wnle/s the days of 
their flouriſhing; had been ſborten d, no 
Fleſh ſhould be ſaved: But for the Elect 
the days ſhall be ſborten d. This you have 
ſeen in all the Sects which hitherto have 
ſprung up. The Spirit of Diſcord has 
divided them; and from the enormous Bulk 
they ſwell'd to, the looſe luxuriant Branches 
ſhooting from them have waſted them, till 
they are ſunk to Nothing, almoſt Nothing. 
What are the Sects of Luther or of Calvin 
now, if we ſurvey them in the Trunk, but 
a mere ſtump of rotten Fuel. And all 
the little Shew of Exiſtence they preſerve 
is in the withering Branches they produced 
* 
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of Independents, Quakers, Anabaptiſts, and 


other Antic Names unknown to Chriſt and 
to his Sacred Goſpel. 


What tho' from the Dregs of a mere 
Shadow of a Church we ſee, even in our 
Days, ſpring forth the giddy empty and lux- 
uriant Puff of Methodiſm, yet ſhall that 
too e'er it belong wither before .the Face 
of Truth, and ſhare the Fate of all pre- 


ceeding Errors. If any Man of theſe ſhall 


tell you then, Beloved, Lo here is Chriſt 
or there, believe him not. They are falſe 
Chriſts, falſe Prophets all, whatever Signs ot 
Wonders they may affect to ſhnew. With 
all their outſide Piety, their inward Princi- 
ples are Rottenneſs and will not ſtand the 


| ſearch of Truth. Why do they cry up 
Faith in Chriſt but to decry the faving 


Works which he has taught us by Word 
and by Example? Why do they fly ts 
Fields and Deſert Places but to decoy the 
Elect from riteful Worſhip in Gop's Church, 
Why do they like preceeding Hereties ſcoff 
at all Church-Authority, themſelves ſtill 
claiming that Authority for Sanction ; why 
but ta evade the Power She has from Chrik 
of bringing them to order and diſſipating 
their Abſurdities, with her unerring Truths ? 
Stand then, Beloved Chriſtians, ſtand 
faithfully upon your Guard nor ſuffer their 
deluſive Wiles to enſnare you into Error.

Such are thoſe Wretches, too fatally known 


by the Name of Janſeniſts, who baſely 


luck beneath the Graſs to ſpread their venom 
wider and ſtrike the Sting of their perni- 
cious Doctrins more deeply in the Breaſt 


of the Unguarded. Wretches by far more 
dangerous than the worſt of open Heretics, 


as they elude the Power of Truth, by skul- 


king in the Dark, why do theſe Monſters 


ee the Grace they are Strangers to, 


y carrying it to the Deſtruction of Free- 


will, but to depreſs all Merit, diſcourage 
Virtue and introduce the Abomination of 
Deſolation, which they practice in their pri- 
vate Conventicles, into the Holy Place of 
Gop's pure Church. If they had Truth at 
Heart, and if their Doctrin was ſound 
enough to bear the Teſt of her Examina- 
tion, why ſhould they labour with ſuch 
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ſubtil Art to elude the Power of Cenſuro. 
By debiting their peſtilential Sentiments to 
the unwary under the Ties of Secrecy. That 
Heretic is in ſome Meaſure honeſt who 
dares to utter his Belief in open day. But 
let them be Prieſts or what they will, they 


furely are falſe Chriſts and lying Prophets, 


who utter any Doctrins under Tye of Pri- 
vacy which they dare not publicly confirm 
in Word, in Writing, or in Print. And if 


they dare, what Reaſon can they ſhew for 
ſo much Caution ? Beware of ſuch then; 


Chriſtians. Janſeniſt or ſeeming Catholic, 


Prieſt or Lay-man whate'er he be who dares 


to debit to you any Doctrin under Tye or 
Air of Secrecy, ſuſpe&t him for a falſe 
Chriſt, a lying Prager and ſhun all Com-

they have wrought, are doom'd to be Spec- 
tators of the Ter rors they are Forerun- 
ners of, 

However if this previous Omen be not 
fofficient to perſuade You that thoſe Ter- 
rors are ſo near, let us caſt a paſſing Eye'on 
the Signs which ſhall immediately preceed 
them. Thoſe I have hitherto been ſpeaking 
of are as you ſee Abuſes of Grace, the 
Works of the Devil and antecedent to the 
dreadful Period for many Vears; but theſe 
-T am now to ſpeak of are the Convulſions 


of diſtorted Nature, the Warnings of an 


exaſperated Gop and the immediate Pre- 


lude of his laſt and awful Coming. Imme- 


diately after the Tribulation of thoſe Days

they are all to weak to pay us with Con-

the utmoſt difficulty, that the Mind ſoars 


to any Ideas ever ſo little abſtracted. from 
Matter, or from what is analagous to, and 
bears a proportion with, Matter and Fleſh. 
| wanne we can never be able to form

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any Notions worthy the Divine Being, with. 
out abſtracting and purifying them from all 
Matter and from all Compariſon with what 
is created. To our Weakneſs, in this par- 
ticular,, may be attributed all the groſs and 
Divine Attributes. And this is the Rock 
on which have ſplitten thoſe groſly miſtaken 
Men, who, to prove Gop merciful, in the 

ſenſe in which they would have him ſo, at- 
tempt nothing leſs than to make him unjuſt. 
Unable to ſoar to the comprehenſion of what 
he is, they would fain lower him to what 
bey are. Men are ſometimes juſt, but then

feeling, Softneſs, and conſcious Weakneſs. 
The One flows from a mixture of Fear and 
Self-preſervation ; the Other from a mix- 
ture of Fear and of Love of eaſe: They 
do Juſtice not to be oppreſt by the Injuſtice 


they fear; and they ſhew Mercy thro' fear 


of incurring the Miſery they ſee before 
them, and are conſcious of being liable to, 


from the uneaſneſs they feel at the ſight 


of it.

e Promiſe of rewarding their Compliance 
with infinit Felicity could be any Induces 
ment to them to obey him; the Threat of 
puniſhing their Difobedience with infinit 
Miſery muſt add a farther Inducement to 
their Compliance. This neceſſarily implies, 
that Men muſt be oreated Free-Agents, and 
abſolutely able and provided with means to 


_ obey, or diſobey, the Commands God lay d 


upon them, For whatever is not perfectly 


free and able to act, or not act, cannot 


merit Reward, or Puniſhment, for obeys 
ing, or diſobeying. To prove then that 
the Decree of eternal Puniſhments is no 
ways derogatoty from; but, on the con-

But why did not Gop create Man

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I anſwer; no; for the reaſon above aſ- 
ſign'd. Man could not be compleatly happy, 
without being fo, in ſome meaſute, by his 
own Right, in virtue of God's Promiſe: 
He could not merit . Happineſs, in virtue 
of that Promiſe, in ſo compleat a manner 
as he now can, without a Free-Will to 
obey, or diſobey, Gop's Commands; and 
therefore it was more conſiſtent with Gop's 
infinit Goodneſs and Benevolence to create 
him free to Good and Evil. For tho' the 
Liberty, effential to abſolute Merit, be 


merely that of a#ing or not acting, and

than the natural Import of them implies, 
and can mean no more than à very long, 
or indeterminate Duration; becauſe Efer- 
nity cannot be brought within the compaſs 
of Time: Yet, with regard to the future 
Puniſhments of the Wicked, they can be 
taken in no other than the rigorous and 
natural Senfe of them. For this teaſon, 
the chief Torments 'of the Wicked will 
not begin to the end of the World; when 


their Bodies and Souls fhall be united, to 


partake the Reward they jointly contri- 
buted to deſerve. In the end of the World, 


ſays Chriſt, * The Angels ſhall —-- fever 


the Wicked from among the Fuſt. In the 
Day of Judgment, THE LAST DAY, when 


time ſhall be no more, Chriſt tells us, I that 
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he will fay to the Wicked: Go ye curſed, _ 
into EVERLASTING Fire. t other 
Senſe then can everlaſting be here taken in, 
than the rigorous and natural one. Can 
everlaſting mean no more than a very long 
and indeterminate. Duration, when ſpoken 
at a Period when Time is at an end, and 
on the point of being abſorb'd in Eternity, 
in the twinkling of an Eye? | 
Beſides----is not this confeſſedly the Lat 
Judgment? How then can the everlaſting. 
Torments, the Criminals are condemn'd to, 
be revoked by any Judgment poſterior to 
it? Can the Laſt Sentence ſuffer an A | 
peal? If fo; it is the /z# and not the hat: | 
An abſurdity too great to need any Confu- 
tation, The hapleſs Wretches axe entering 
upon the verge of Eternity, loaded with 
their Sentence of everlaſting Miſery ; and 
Time, in the inſtant of it's deſtruction: 
What other Duration then have they to 
expect their Miſeries to be meaſured by, 
than that of Eternity? Whither can they + 
appeal from the 14a Sentence, to be paſt 
upon them?

The Horror, with which you ought to 
look down on the Miſeries of a future un- 


happy State, ſufficiently appears from the 
extraordinary pains which evil Men take 
in attempting to argue away the Eternity 
of them, Why all this labour to diſprove 
the Eternity of Hell- Torments? Can it 


ariſe from any other ſource than a corro- 


ding Conſciouſneſs of deſerving them? 
When a Man, in any purſuit, is in dan- 

of what he cannot conceive. without 
dread and diſmay ; if he will continue. his 


Career, he has but one of theſe two means 


to have recourſe to: Either to remove the 
Danger, or to leſſen his Fears. Hence, 
when a Man, in the ſearch of Pleaſures 
forbidden by his Maker, reflects on the 
Terrors of a future State conſequential to 
his lawleſs purſuit; what has he to do, 


but either to remove the Danger by relin- 


quiſhing that purſuit, or to lull his Fears 


by leſſening the idea of the Object which 


creates them? Thus Wicked Men, who. are 


inflexibly bent on their Pleaſures, will not 


make choice of the former, and therefore 
muſt: have recourſe to the latter. Puniſn- 
ments, they are ſure, will, one day, be 
their portion; and very ſevere ones. The 
Voice of Guilt, loudly ſounding in their 
_ Conſcience with perpetual dins, leaves them 
no room to doubt of it. But then thoſe 


Puniſhmentg 
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Puniſhments are future ones, of an unde- 
termin'd nature; and are not ſo obvious to 


their Senſes as the preſent Pleafures they 


have in view; and therefore not ſo ſtriking. 
What then have they to do? Relinquith 
their Purſuit and remove the Danger they 


will not: Purſue their Pleaſures while the 


Terrors of ſuch and fo certain Puniſh- 
ments ſtare them in the face, they can» 
not: This Terror therefore is to be de- 
ftroy'd, by changing the Idea of it's Ob- 
ject. While they look upon the Miſeries 
they fear as eternal, everlaſting and with. 
out End; their Reaſon, however: corrupt; 
tells them, that fleeting Pleaſures cannot 
be worth purſuing at the expence of eter- 
nal Wretchedneſs: And as the Will can- 


| not embrace any Object, nor come to any 


Choice without direction from the Mind; 
they are kept in ſuſpence between the in- 
flexibly. fancied Good and the dreaded Evil. 
But as ſoon as the terrifying Conſideration 
of Eternity is removed from the Idea of 
thoſe Miſeries; the Terror vaniſhes along 
with it: Fleeting Miſeries are not 
enough to deter them from the purſuit of 
fleeting Pleaſures: Theſe are preſent; de- 


termin d and ſtriking: Thoſe but future, 


undetermin'd and unable to ſtrike the Senſes, 
becauſe not obvious to them: And there- 
fore, that the Will, irrevocably bent on 
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the violation of Gop's Laws, in the par- 
fuit of forbidden Pleaſures, in ſpite of all 


his Promiſes and Threats, may not be 


pt in it's Career; corrupt Reaſon is call'd-

Such are the wretched Grounds on which 
are raiſed the Batteries againſt the Eternity 
of Hell-Torments, But, alas, how. indif-- 
creetly do the Wicked act! Since the. Erer- 
nity of theſe Torments is ſo horrible to 


them to conceive; why will they not ra- 


ther deſtroy both the miſerable Eternity 
and the Miſeries of it, by deſtroying in 
themſelves that Wickedneſs which may 
otherwiſe be the Cauſe. of both? Mult 
they not be obliged to own this a more 


effectual and a ſurer way of doing it, than 


by barely attempting to deſtroy the Belief 
of it? Whether thoſe Torments are to be 
eternal or not; ſure they are, that they 
will be, proportion'd to their Crimes, and 
inexpreſſibly greater than the Pleaſure thoſe 


Crimes are capable of giving. But if they 


ſhould be, as it evidently appears they muſt 


be, eternal; how wretched will not their 


Caſe be; when fad Experience! fhall, with 
feeling, dreadfully feeling Demonſtration, 
convince them of their Error!

afterwards underwent: during his Paſſion in 
the Fleſh ; as our following him through 
every State of it will beſt make us conceive; 


80 then, Beloved Chriſtians, Our Love 


and our Life the Divine IESsus CunisT; 
after putting an end to that Suppet which 
was the lait of his mortal State, and the 
final Proof of his exuberant Charity; after 
tecommending to his eternal Father his

Captive to Sin: Therefore did Jesvs chuſe 
in another Garden, to begin the Reſtora- 
tion of him and his Offspring to the per- 
of Grace. In a Word as the 
Fit Adam wrought the Deſtruction of the 
World in the Garden of Eden; the Second 
Adam thought proper to commence its 
Redemption in the Garden of Olives. That 
as, in the former, Death and the Devil 


had laid the firſt Foundation of their de- 
ſtructive Empire; ſo, in the latter, Both 
might receive the firſt Shock of that Vic- 


tory which was effectually to overthrow 
their Dominion. But ah the unequal Dif- 
ference between the two Gardens! That 
was a Paradiſe of Delights: This an Or- 
chard of Sorrows. There all was charming 
to the Sight: Here evety thing terrifying 
to the Senſes. There flouriſh'd the Tree ot 
Life: Here grew the Fruits of Death. There 
was heard the Voice of Gop walking in tbe 
. Afternoon Air: Here might be beheld 
the Son of Gop ſorrowfully proſtrate to 
the ground in the Chill of the "Night.

which this melancholy Compariſon throws 


my fluctuating Thoughts that I ſhould fear 
being loſt to my ſelf, amidſt the Crowd 
of ſad Reflections which - pour-in upon 
my Mind if I did not, in order to fol- 
low my Saviour through his Sufferings, 
reſolve to conduct this Diſcourſe by the 
very ſame Flames, with which my Divine 
Lord choſe to conduct his Paſſion and Pains. 


By the track then of his adorable Foot- 


ſteps let me ſteer my ſorrowful contempla- 
tive- Courſe over the too fordable Torrent 
Cedron. i 5 5 

But ah, at the firſt ſetting out, how 
does not the Horror of the Way diſhearten 
and terrify me! Who would have thought, 
Chriſtians, from the Words of the Goſpel 
that we had any thing worſe than a Tor- 
s over: Whereas if we propoſe to 
follow xsus, behold we have a wide Ocean 


to traverſe! Well, O my Saviour! Well 
the prophetic mouth of 


did'ſt thou, by 
thy Pſalmiſt, expreſs this firſt Step of 
thine into thy bitter Paſſion: I came into 
the Depth of the Sea, and a Tempeſt bas over=

cutioner of his own Perſon, For if thoſe 
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whelm'd me. Ves: A Sea of Sorrows ins 
deed was the Patlion of Jesus. And ah 
how dreadfully beſet with Quick-ſands and 
Rocks and Shelves! How cruelly agitated 


with Storms and Tempeſts and furious 
Hurricanes, from the Treachery of Judas 


and the Cowardice and Indolence of his 


other Diſciples; from the Cruelty of the 
Fews; from the Barbarity of the Gentils; 
from the Iniquity of his Judges! But ah 
how much more ſeverely ſtill from the 
Sadneſs Tears and Terrors admitted, nay, 


invited into and let looſe within his own 


Divine Breaſt. For This our generous 
Lord (as if able no longer to wait the flow 
Approach of his wiſh'd-for Tormenters) 
before he deliver'd up his Body into the 
hands of his Butchers, would needs deliver 
up his Spirit into his own. And as all our 
Guilt took it's Riſe from the Seat of think- 
ing; therefore would he, to deſtroy that 
Guilt, give the firſt beginning to his Suffe- 
tings by the Martyrdom of Thought: 
Thus anticipating the Barbarity of his 
Judges and Executioners, by becoming the 
voluntary Judge and Torturer of his own 
Mind. 3 | 

It ſeems not at firſt any very rigorous 
Idea of the Paſſion of Chriſt, that JIEsus 
ſhould be deliver'd up into his own hands, 
and abandon'd to himſelf, to be the Exe- 


Divine 
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Divine hands, as we well know, are a 


merciful Refuge for the moſt miſerable of 
Wretches and even for the guiltieſt of Cri- 
minals; how ſhall Innocence itſelf meet 
there with Rigour and Severity ? But be 
pleaſed to obſerve, Chriſtians, that, as the 
firſt Chaſtiſement which the Divine Equity 
decree'd for our guilty Parents was to leave 
them to themſelves, that they themſelves 
might be their firſt Torturers, and the Re- 


' morſe of their Conſcience the firſt Puniſh- 


ment of their Sin and the firſt Effect of his 
Vengeance: Thus too would the Divine 
IEsus be the firſt to torment himſelf, that, 
having undertaken to ſatisfy for their and 
our Guilt, his Satisfaction might bear ſome 
proportion with the former Penalty. O 
my bleſſed Redeemer ! methinks, I ſee the 
Exceſs of thy Love become the ſecret Sa- 


_ crificer of thee, leading thee as an inno- 
cent Victim to the Altar and chuſing the 


fable Gloom of the Night, the better to 
compleat the Sacrifice: Whether becauſe 
all Nature appear d in ſolemn Mournin 

and that time of Silence and Obſcurity 
ſeem'd more calculated for promoting Ter- 
ror and Diſmay; or becauſe the Senſes not 
being diſſipated by external Objects, the 


Spirit is better able to retreat into itſelf and 
act with greater Vigour againſt itſelf. In 


the heart of JesUs CuRISTH there were 
two different Parts; The One the Superior 
| * Part, 
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Part, which enjoy'd the beatific Viſion 
of Gon; the Other the Inferior Part, 
which was capable of the ordinary inno- 
cent Paſſions of Man, or as St. IE ROM 
ſtiles them in Chriſt, the Vice-Paſſions; * 
becauſe never out-running Reaſon, but ever 
moving in a perfect Subjection to the Free- 


dom of it's upright Dictates. Thus in his 


ſacred Soul was there an ineffable mixture 
of Heaven and of the Earth: Over both 
which preſided his infinit Love. And by 
the appointment of this infinit Love it was 
that, with one hand he ſtop'd the Tide 
of Glory in the Superior Part of his Spirit, 
by ſuſpending that Influence of the bea- 
tific Viſion which otherwiſe muſt natu- 
rally overflow every Faculty of his Soul : 


While with the other-hand he gave the 


Reins to every guiltleſs Paſſion which 
could afflict him with Grief, Diſmay, Sad- 
neſs, Fears and Terrors: And, as the 
Evangeh/is expreſs it, He began to be 
afraid, + and —_ and ſad. 4 Behold 
then this Victim of Love, after ſequeſte- 
ring (as St. Ambroſe expreſſes it) every 
Comfort which his Divine Nature could 
ſupply him with, giving full Iooſe to every 
innocent Paſſion which could torment him 
as Man. And the firſt Paſſion which tor- 
tured him was a cruel Fear which tore him 
-with ſuch Violence, that had this been all 


| the Suffering Chriſt had to endure; his 


Suffering 
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limits. 4 
Oh what a mercileſs Tyrant is the Paſ- 
ſion of Fear! Ingenious to the full as it 
is cruel, with a kind of malignant Fore- 
ſight it runs tracing the inmoſt moſt ſecret 
Foldings of Futurity to turn all into Mat- 
ter of Torment for human Intellects: And 
beſides creating and oftentimes giving Rea- 
lity to Evils, which but for our Terrors 


would never have had any other Exiſtence 


than in the Imagination, it frequently has 
recourſe to Fiction to oppreſs us with 


Grievances which never did nor will exiſt. 


However, was it content, with the Cru- 
elty of figuring to our Fancy the Evils it 
threatens us with, in their real and genuin 
Colours; it's Tyranny were leſs inſuppor- 
table: Altho' it would ſtill be true that 


the Dread of Evils is equally as torment- 
ing as the Evils we dread, But, what is 


worſe! Like a faithleſs Impoſtor it exage- 
rates Danger; and, not ſatisfied with ſend- 
ing the Soul to encounter the dreaded Evil; 
it forces the very Evil to intrude itſelf in- 
to the Soul with redoubled Horror, We 
have an Inſtance of this from the Book of 


Numbers, and a lively one too, in the 


Scouts whom the Children of Iſrael diſ- 


patch'd from their Camp in the Deſert, to 


take a Survey of the Land of Promiſe. 
They went; but unſeaſonable cruel Fear

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Suffering would ſtill have been without 
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going with them, who would imagin it? 
— That delightful Country flowing with 
Milk and Honey, was, in their Imagina- 
tion, disfigured into a Nation of. horrible 
Monſters, it's verdant fruitful Gardens and 
Meadows into peſtiferous Marſhes and 
Fens, fertil in nothing but Poiſons and 
Vermin: Their Panic metamorphoſed it's 
Inhabitants into Giants and themſelves in- 
to Inſects: In ſhort there was not a Foot 
of that Land of Pleaſures but what to 
their frighted Fancy abounded in Horrors: 
Witneſs the Account they brought back 
to their aftoniſh'd Prethren : * The Land 
which we have ſurveyd, ſay they, de- 
voureth it's Inhabitants : The People whom 
| we ſaw are of a tall Stature, certain Mon- 
|  .- fters of the Giant-hind, to whom being com- 
Wl | fared we appear'd but mere Locuſts. And 
1 | whence could proceed ſo ſtrange a Diſor- 
| 
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8 der in the judgment but from an Error 
nin the Fancy, the fraudulent Work of 
4 Fear? Now if Objects which in them- 
ſelves are not only no Evils but real Goods, 
can aſſume ſo tertible an Aſpect and 
cauſe ſo much Horror when beheld in a 
Panic; ah what Anguiſh, Deareſt IEsus, 
muſt not thy tender Soul have felt from 
the bitter Images of thy Paſſion with 
which thou was t pre- occupied by officious 
Fear! For what alas had I Esus to behold 
in this killing Contemplation? Was it, 


perhaps, 
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and Saviour JESUS CHRIST; 


perhaps, a Land of Promiſe, a terreſtrial Pa- 


radiſe his Thoughts were ſurveying ; where 
a conſtant unchangeable fragant Verdancy 
of ſmiling Nature, gaily ſporting amidſt 
the Luxuriance of ſpritely Flowers and 
blooming Fruits, join Spring and Autumn 
in one continued Seaſon of innocent De- 
lights? Ah no! Jeruſalem, Feruſalem was 
the fatal Object of his ſadded Thoughts: 
That Jeruſalem which was to be the tra- 
gic Scat of all his unmerited Sorrows. And 
what had he to behold there? Alas all he 
could ſee was Spittings and Buffets and 
Bruiſes and ill-uſage : He ſaw his Cords, 
his Scourges, his Thorns, and Hammers 
and Nails and Spear: He ſaw Scoffs, Re- 


vilings, Blaſphemies, Ignominy, Croſſes and 


Death. Oh fadden'd Jesvs! What did'ft 
'Thou not foreſee of all which is cruel? 


What did'ſt thou not apprehend of all 


which could torment thee? So killing was 
the Pre-preſentation of all this Complica- 
tion of Horrors that we may truly fay; 
without ſaying too much, that as the Paſ- 
ſion of Chriſt, while he endured it, ſur- 
paſs'd every other Martyrdom, ſo did the 
Fear of that Paſſion, in his Agony, ex- 


ceed his very Paſſion itſelf; and, enhanced 


in Acuteneſs by his lively Foreknowledge, 
made ſuch dreadful Havock of his facred 


Frame as might almoſt give the Title of 


Mercy to the Barbarity of his Executioners.

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What ſhall we ſay then, or be able to 


an adequate Idea of the exquiſit Torture, 
which the Sadneſs, he alſo gave an innocent 
Looſe to, added to the bitter Effects of his 
Fears? Had our Divine Lord given no 
other Symptons of the inward Affliction 
of his Spirit; That which he gave to his 
Apoſtles was ſufficient to make us compre- 
hend that his Anguiſh muſt be beyond 
Bounds: Since it compell'd a Gop to com- 
plain and ſay: My Soul is ſorrowful even 
unto Death, * What elſe could he mean 
in this moving Expreſſion than to inſinuate 
to his Diſciples, that the Sadneſs of Heart 
which the Foreſight of his Sufferings threw 
him into was ſo ſevere, that he was be⸗ 
ginning to die with the Vehemence of it ? 
Or mehap would he have them to know, 
that this very bitterneſs of Soul would alone 


have been ſufficient to kill him, but that 


he miraculouſly preſerved his Life for far- 
ther Torments. Oh my too forrowful 
Jesvs! Oh that thou had'ſt but ſome 
kindly Object to divert thee from ſo de- 
ſtructive a Thought! Oh for ſome ſeaſo- 
nable Intruſion to break-in upon thy Mind 
and not ſuffer all the Horrors of Golgotha 
to overwhelm thee amidſt the Gaieties of 
Gethſemani ! Ariſe then, gentle Saviour, 
ariſe: No more, proſtrate on the Ground, 
continue to give a Looſe to theſe ſelf=tor- 
| menting 
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Poor .Jesus! So then even this weakeſt of 
dur Weakneſſes thy Terrors and Griefs re- 


duced thee to, of not even daring to be 


fafe (when ſafeſt) alone; and (as it were) 
like an Infant which ſtarts. at it's Shadow, 


not caring to truſt thyſelf to thyſelf? Yet 
ah ſweeteſt Object of my Love! Still art 
thou left all alone, to encounter thy Fears 


to ſtruggle with thy Griefs. Thou, who 
would'ſt thus purpoſely take upon thee all 
our Infirmities ; muſt have no one to buoy 
thee up amid'ſt thy Weakneſſes.

knows that your ſtarving Wife and Children

puting? You, oh Mothers and Mliſtreſſes 
of Families, you too fooliſhly flatter yours. 


ſelves that you never ſcourge Chriſt, be- 
cauſe forſooth with a Book of Piety in 
hand, you are forever ſcreening yourſelves, 


in ſome Chapel or Cloſet, from thoſe Cares 
which make-up one eſſential Part of your 
Duty. But how often are your Children 
ſcourging Chriſt in your Abſence with 
Sins which your miſtaken Tenderneſs ras 
ther indulges them in than corrects them 
for? How frequently do the diſorderly 
Riots of your Domeſtics heap ſcourges on 
Chriſt by the favour of your indolent Piety? 
How often do you provoke your Husbands 
to ſcourge JESUS CHRIsT with their An- 
ger their Oaths and their Imprecations, 
While you, leaving your houſes in every 
Diſorder (to go hear a Sermon you are 


unfit. 
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unfit to profit by; to go ſeek. an Indul- 
gence you are unworthy to gain; ) are loſing 
yourſelves in the corner of a Church, at 


| the foot of ſome Altar? You, Oh Ser- 


vants, imagin, you never ſcourge your Lord, 
if you can ſteal away from your Work to 


| hide yourſelves in a Church, or place of 


Piety. What, tho' I'll ſuppoſe You never 
make it a Phariſaic pretext to pay your 
loitering Viſits, or ſinful Rendez-vous; What 
tho” I'll ſuppoſe you ſpend all the time you 
are abſent, in hearing more public Prayers 
than one, in hearing Sermons, or running 


| after God's Miniſters; Know you not that 


your time is not your own? Know you 


not that, once your Superiors do their Duty 


in allowing you the neceſſary leiſure to do 
your public Devotions to Gop and receive 
the requiſit Inſtructions, all the time you 
waſte beſides without their Conſent is a real 
Robbery? Know you not that all the reſt

But ah Chriſtians! let us leave that un- 
natural Office to his barbarous Executi- 
oners.

Tod 
effectually in fact have they done it: And 
oh how 'cruelly ! One thing however we

is the Seat of Life; in That are an almoſt 


infinit Variety of Nerves and Veins and 
Arteries ; and That keeps-up ſo perpetual 
and intimate a Correſpondence with the 
Heart, that it never can fmart without 


plunging the Heart into the deepeſt Diſ- 


treſs. Euſebius in his Hiſtory tells us that 
one ſingle Thorn lodged in the foot of a 
Lion ſent him furious about the Deſerts, 
with the Rage of the Pains: Shaking the 
very Woods and rending the very Skies 
with the Loudneſs of his Roar. Ah! 
Gueſs you then, Chriſtians, what Anguiſh 
the tender JesUs muſt have felt from, not 
one ſingle Thorn, but a kind of Buſh of 
Thorns all around deeply piercing and 
torturing his ſacred Head and Temples, 
Ah!

Be ready to redreſs the 
Wrongs you have done, and ready to for- 
give the Wrongs you ſuffer. Judge for 
the Widow, ſupport the Orphan's Rights, 

and be Protectors of the Poor and Abſent. 
Let No-One's Reputation ſuffer by your 
— 28 Tongue; 
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Tongue; No-One's Perſon ſuffer by yout 


Wish; No-One's Subſtance ſuffer by your 


hands. Merchants and Tradeſmen! Be 
nicely honeſt in your Dealings, Debtors ! 
Be ſtrictly juſt to all your Creditors. Cre- 
ditors | Be tender to your inſolvent Debtors, 
Parents! Guardians! Executors! Truſtees f . 
Servants! Be faithful Each to your ſeveral 
Truſts. Chriſtians, All ! Love Juſtice and 
do Mercy: Flee from Sin; flee from the 
Occaſions of it; and ſtand not with ſuch 
preſumptive Confidence upon the Border of 
that Precipice. In ſhort, break with the 
World once for all; break with it in good 
earneſt; and reſolutely throw yourſelves 
into the Arms of J=svs.

We not only ſpirited him away from his 
Parent to ſell him to Strangers; but provoked 
his eternal Father to deliver him up to be 
ſlaughter' d by his own : We in a word not 
only ſought his Death, but really effected it. 
Ves; Jesvs really ſuffer d Death both for 
and by our Sins. We have had his Blood: 
What more can our inſatiable Cruelty covet 


at his hands? If we uſed him ſo baſely while 


living ; is it not time at leaſt to pity him, 
when dead? For after all He is our Brother 


and our Fleſh, Oh my Redeemer ! if there 


ever was a Man ſo baſely treated as thou has't 
been; I will not gainſay the Cruelty of 
thoſe Chriſtians who are diſpoſed to inſult 
thee even after Death with Fel Offences. 


But ! if thou was't that Man of Sorrows, who 


ſcarce did'ſt retain the Figure of a Man; 
if thou was't made the Reproach of Men 
and the Outcaſt of the People; if thou did'ſt,

OWN HEAD...... But if be fhall hook to 
bim ſelf, HE SHALL SAVE HIS LIFE, It is 
wholly then, Chriſtians, your own eternal 
Intereſt to practice, for the future, what 
it has hitherto been my Intereſt, in part, 
to teach you. As I could not, while among 
you, deliver my own Soul, without reveal- 
ing to you all the Counſel of Gop; fo 
neither can you be clean from your own. 
Blood, without committing that Counſel to 
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Memory and Execution. Think not, by = 


_ truſting to the Vigilance of the worthy 
Paſtor who ſucceeds me, to exempt your- 
ſelves from the Duty of waking to your 
own Safety and remembering the Admoni- 
tions I have given you. No: Let your Paſtors 
be ever-ſo wiſe good and zealous ; all their 


Vigilance, all their Zeal for your Salvation, - 


will be loſt upon you; if it be not ac» 
companied with equal Diligence on your 
own part. And there is little room to hope 


you will gow by their Inſtructions; if you 
orget thoſe, which, with ſo much

If my Labours ſhould nnfortunately have 
proved fruitleſs to Some of you; if I do 
not leave you all better Chriſtians than I 
found you; if any of you are ſtill unre- 
form'd of your ancient Faults, ſtill unpro- 
vided with new Virtues, which I have no 
room to ſuſpect; examin your own Breaſts 
for the Cauſe. Is it not perhaps owing to 
a Secret Perverſity in your own Nature, 
which may have made Some of you deſ- 
piſe, forget, or neglect the ſalutary Coun- 
ſels J have given you? May you not haye 
come to hear me out of a Spirit of idle 
Curioſity, or ſome. other earthly Motive, 
rather than with thoſe Sentiments which 


alone can juſtify your coming hither (I 
mean) an humble Conſciouſneſs of your 
8 Want 
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want of Information; an earneſt pious De. 


ſire of being inſtructed in heavenly Know- 
ledge; and a ſerious Reſolution of follow- 
ing the Inſtructions you might receive? Or 
perhaps, may not Gop have refuſed to 
Some of you the Light of his Grace; 
that Light, without which you could never 
reap benefit from any Inſtructions I was 


capable of giving you? May not Gop, I 


ſay, have denied, and juſtly denied you, 
that Grace ; becauſe you either never vouch- 
ſafed to ask it of him, or ask it but ſeldom, 


and ask it but faintly? And what Fruit then

On the other hand, Beloved, if the 

Word of Gop, which I have labour'd to 

ſow in your Hearts, has taken root and en- 

creaſed there.

you, Oh! promote the growth of that pre-

Grain, given to feed you to eternal Hap- 
pineſs, become, thro' your Neglect, the 


aggravation of -your Miſery. Stand then 


upon your guard, that the Enemy rob you 
not of your Harveſt, nor convert your 
Aliment into Poiſon. I know, and it is with 


Grief I reflect, how greatly you are expoſed- 


to the Aſſaults and. Snares of Hypocrites, 
Infidels, private Debauchees, and ſcandalous 


Profligates; who, once they obſerve you 


mended in your Manners, will practice every 
Satanic Art to divert you from your vir- 
tuous Purſuits; to drag you to Vice: And, 


where neither Hopes nor Fears, neither 


Pleaſures nor Pains, neither Perſuaſion nor 
Example are ſufficient to ſhake your Fide- 


lity ; they will try to laugh you out of your 15 


pious Sentiments. But, by all which is 
ſacred in Heaven and Earth; by all which 

is dear to you; by as much as you tender 

the Salvation of your Souls; let nothing 

make you ſtagger in your pious Purpoſes.

However, Beloved Brethren, You. can 
be in no Danger of this, while you happily 
remain under the direction of the worthy 
Paſtor to whoſe immediate Care you are 
truſted. It is a Bleſſing which none but 
Catholics enjoy, that, changing Shepherds, 
they are ſure not to change Paſture. Let 
their Preachers be ever-ſo often varied ; the 
Doctrin is ſtill the ſame. And You, Chri- 
ſtians, will enjoy this Bleſſing in an emi- 
nent degree, in the Paſtor whom I have 
recommended to you to ſucceed me in the 
Function of preaching and teaching, To 
This you yourſelves ſeem to be no Stran- 


gers. In fact you have approved my Choice: 


You have choſen him unanimouſly to ſuc- 
ceed me; and therefore do I now reſign 
the Care of you to him, Still the only 
Conſideration which could make me think 
of reſigning . the Care of ſo pious, ſo ex- 
emplary a Flock, a Flock ſo dear as you 
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are to me: The only Inducement-to it, 7 
ſay, is the knowing that I cannot ſpiritu- 
ally provide for you better, than by leaving 
you in fuch hands.

- lemnly do declare, that no Motive of Ava» | 
rice, or Ambition; no Love of Tranſla- 
tions, or Deſire of better Accomodations 
led me to this Reſolution of reſigning; but 
the ſole Deſire of being, in ſome Senſo, 
Anathema for you, By preferring your ſpi- 

| ritual Good to my own temporal Conve- 
niency. In giving-up the temporal Aſſiſ- 
tances you allow me, I have no viſible 

Proſpect of a greater, equal, or even any 
certain Proviſion elſewhere.” Nor have 1 
any other fix'd Reliance than on that Di- 

vine Providence which never did, and [ 

am certain never will, deſert me. It is then 
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the Deſire of fulfilling my ſpiritual Obli-- 


gations to you, by putting you into better 
hands, which removes me from you. And 
therefore I ma boldly fay after my great 
Maſter, that n by the Spirit I go 
from among you. If — of you ſhould be 


undiſpoſed to believe me, which I hardly 


can think poflible ; compare my paſt with 
my preſent Deportment to you. If Am- 
bition or Avarice had now the leaſt Sway 
with me in leaving you; why did they 
not bias me while converſant among ? 
Whereas, that they never did; I appeal to 
you rſelves. - For you * know, from * firſt 
day that J enter d in among you, in what 
manner I have been with you all the time. 
Where is the Poor Man, who can ſay 1 
ever neglected his Rags ? Where the Rich 
Man among you, who can fay I courted 
his Gifts or Favours? For the Glory of 


Gop and the Confuſion of Hirelings, if | 


there be one ſuch, let him come-forth and 
give me the Lye in the Face of this nu- 
merous Aſſembly. But: Thanks to the 
divine Grace, No Man's Silver and Gola,
